Ar 8:45 yesterday worning fire broke out 
in the Lyceum Theatre, a large brick edifice 


on Desplaines street between Madison and 


Washington. ‘ine blaze soon became gen- 
eral, and at the rear made a conflagration 
which lit the whole region. Before the 
Fire Department had fairly got at work with 
an engine the fate of the theatre had been 
decided, and the efforts of the gallant men 
were directed to saving the people who 
were in the building. In doing this a 
fireman named John Carmody fell from 
a ladder and was carried to the sta- 
tion-house, not far away, with severe 
injuries in his head.

THE COUNTY ELECTION. 


The general interest in politics is so stag- | 


nant just noW that, outside the circle of prac- 
tical ** workers,” the number of those who 
know there is to be an election in Cook Coun- 
ty three weeks from next Tuesday is proba- 
bly very limited. Nevertheless the ap- 
proaching election is more important to the 
taxpayers of Chicago than any other ex- 
cept the spring election, which determines 
the character of the Common Cotneil. Five 
new members of the County Beard are to be 
elected—four from the city and one to repre- 
sent the county towns. The outgoing mem- 
bers are Albright and Knopf from the West 
Division, O'Neill and Ender from the North 


p Division, and Farren from the country. In 


addition to filling the vacancies in the Coun- 
ty Board a Judge of the Superior Court is to 
be elected to succeed Judge J u, whose 
term expires. 

The County Board combines al! the exec- 
utiveand legislative, and to some extent the 
judicial, control of county affairs. it dis- 
burses in the neighborhood of 81.000, 000 a 
year. It exercises supervision over the 
County Hospi tal, the Poor-House, the Insane 
Asylum, the Court-House, the County 
Agent’s charities, and other institutions of 


| magnitude. It has a long list of patronage 


at its command. Its resources are only lim- 
ited by the law which fixes the rate of taxa- 
tion for the county at 75 cents on $100, and it 
may always be trusted to exhaust these re- 
sources. It has the responsibility of draw- 
ing the juries, which under the Lilinois stat- 
ute are judges of the law as well 
as the facts, and in this way it ex- 
ercises a large influence for good or 
evil, generally the latter, over the criminal 
jurisprudence of this city. For the most 


part it is a law unto itself, and its vast pow- ) 


ers attract the political bummers and pro- 
fessional jobbers as naturally as the magnet 
attracts the needle. It is even more irrespon- 
sible than the City Council, for there is no 
veto power to restrain its extravagance or 
check the abuses which take root in the sys- 
tem. For these reasons it is strange that the 
taxpayers of Chicago who contribute the 
great bulk of the County Board’s revenue 
should be so indifferent to its personnel 
and character that many of them ignore the 
election of County Commissioners except 
when it occurs at the same time with the 
election of a State ticket or prominent local 
officers, 

The present prospect is that the Mike Mc- 
Donald gang will have ah easy time in ex- 
tending its control over the County Board. 
The treachery of two membersof the present 
board*who were elected by Republican votes 
has given the local ring the selection of most 
of the election officers and the polling-places. 
This advantage would go far toward assur- 
ing them the election of their own men even 
if popular sentiment were aroused against 
them; in the absence of all interest on the 
part pf taxpayers the rine’s progress to vie- 
tory will probably be unimpeded. ‘The local 
political events of the last two or three years 


_ warrant the prediction that Mike McDonald 


and his agents will be in absolute control of 
the Democratic County Convention. They 
will probably pursue their usual methods 
of nomifiating oné good man to cover 
up their designs and allay public suspicion; 
the others will be mere toolsin their hands. 
The Opposition will be determined by a Re- 
publican Convention, but if the taxpayers re- 
main away from the primaries as usual the 
»City-Hall gang“ may not find it difficult to 
manipulate the Republican Convention as 
well as the Democratic Convention. Even if 
the Hatrison-McDonaid crowd consent to 
keep their hands off the Republiean prima- 
ries because they gre confident they can elect 
the Democratic ticket, the Republican nom- 
inations wi dictated by the ward-bum- 


mers and offieéseekers unless the taxpayers 


assert themselves at the primary meetings. 
It is not worth while to suggest or think 
about an independent or eltizens’ ticket: the 
latest effort in that way was not successful 
enough to encourage another attempt. The 
only hope of electing five good men to the 
County Board this fall, and thereby breaking 
down a groWing ring in county affairs which 
has already manifested itself in an increase 
of salaties, a partisan use of power, fa- 
voritism the distribution of and 


contracts rests with the Republicans. The 


only hope that the Republicans may over- 
come the vicious influences which will be at 
work at their primaries and in their cénven- 
tion depends upon the active codperation of 
the taxpayers in the preliminary move- 
ments, of which there is unfortunately 


no indication at present. We think five 


mon of unimpeachable character and un- 


selfish motives would draw out enough 
public interest to defeat a ticket which 
Mike McDonald and his lieutenants will 
put in the field under the auspices of 
the Democratic party, and even make a 6e.

some interest in the matter. Im case the ma- 
chine politicians of both sides control the 
nominations, all the taxpayer and good citl- 
zen can do is to select from the two tickets 
the more promising or less objectionable 
candidates in the field, and do what he can 
to elect them.

REASON FOR CHICAGO SOLVEN 

While heavy commercial and manufactur- 
ing concerns in New York, Boston, and other 
cities have been blowing up and spreading 
destruction around, the business-men ot Chi- 
cago have been pursuing the even tenor of 
their way undisturbed by any financial erup- 
tions. The failures that have happened here 
have been insignificant; the general condi 
tion has been one of quiet and strength—very 
different from the feverish state into which 
Eastern bankers and businest-men have 
been thrown by the unfortunate insolvencies 
that have hapben there. | 1 

One great cause Tor the difference in the 
financial equilibrium there and here is to be 
found in the difference in the practices of 
our banks and theirs. When the immediate 
causes of the disastrous Shaw failures in 
Boston and the collapse of the great woolen 
house of Mayer & Co. in New York are 
sought out, it is evident that none were more 
efficientthan the practice which has sprung 
up in New York and Boston of lending 
money on notes brought in by note-brokers, 
and relying less than was the old-fashioned 
way on personal relations between the banks 
and the borrowers. Formerly a- banker 
would never have dreamed of letting the 
money he had charge of go into the pockets 
of a borrower of whose condition he knew 
substantially nothing. Loans used to be 
made almost entirely to people who kept ac- 


counts at- the banks, who were regular cus- | 


tomers, and with whom the banker could 
have an intimate talk whenever he wanted to 
know just how they were getting along. ‘ 
The appearance of the note-broker in New 
York and Boston has done away with much 
of this conservatism and has been responsi- 
ble for a large share ef the recklesness that 
ended in wrecks which in a more inflated 
condition of general credit would have easi- 
ly produced a widespread panic. Out-of- 
town banks, accumulating more money than 
they could employ in the limited money 


1 market at home, began to compete through 


note-bro«cers for good notes at the centres in 
which to invest their surplus. The city 
banks, finding that by this competition they 
were losing opportunities for using money, 
went into the same game. They bought pa- 
per of the note-brokers. Business-men 
found that, instead of having tosit down in a 
bank President's parlor and tell about their 
affairs as a preliminary to securing a loan, all 
they had to do was to write out a Note and 
leave its negotiation to an energetic broker. 

The results might have deen foreseen. 
The banks drifted into the practice of lend- 
ing their money to men whom they had no 
chance to question and ef whom they knew 
nothing. The borrower, finding it so easy to 
borrow, borrowed some more. When he was 
unfortunate, instead of squaring up he bor- 
rowed to cover his losses. When he saw a 
**sure chance“ to make something by a little 
speculation he borrowed, and when he lost— 
and he usually did—he borrowed again. 
Men who had their notes out among half the 
banks in New England Kept up the appear- 
ance of a splendia financial condition by 
maintaining a good account in the bank 
where they kept their cash and by paying 
cash for everything—with borrowed money. 
When the end came the banks found, asin 
the Shaw case, that the notes which they 
had been buying as gilt-edged through the 
note-brokers were good for nothing, and that 
men who under the old personal intercourse 
between banker and customer would have 
had their loans cut down long before were, 
thanks to the industry of the note-brokers, 
borrowers at dozens of banks. . 

This system does not prevail in Chicago; 
that is, there is so little of it that it has no 
general influence. Our banks not only run 
with a larger proportion of cash on hand 
than any others in the country, but they 
keep up the old plan of compelling the bor- 
rower to come to them and have “a little 
talk” if be wants to be trusted with the 
money they have to loan. The result is, that 
when a Chicago banker makes a loan to a 
man he usually knows just what he is do- 
ing. There is surplus money here as well 
as in New England that goes to the financial 
centres for employment, but it does not go 
through the hands of note-brokers into the 
possession of speculative or insolvent bor- 
rowers of whom the banks know nothing. 
The evils of the sale of unsecured commer- 
cial paper, in the New York and Boston 
style, are so great that it is not likely the 
practice will take root here. 


AMERICA. 

A few weeks ago Tue Trisune gave its 
readers the details of the agreement which 
exists in Paris between the municipality and 
the gas company, whereby the latter, in con- 
sideration of its franchise and the use of the 
streets, is required to light the public build- 
mas free of cost, pay a certain percentage 
into the Public. Treasury, divide its profits 
over and above a certain amount with the 
city, and surrender its rights and plant at 
the termination of its contract upon certain 
fixed terms. This arrangement yields the city 
alarge revenue, and yet the gas company 
makes a handsome profiton its capital by 
charging a much lower rate to consumers 
than the average rate in American cities. 
Attention was directed to this statement for 
the purpose of showing how flagrantly 
municipal interests in the United States are 
neglected by the trustees who are chosen by 
the people, and use their power for individual 
profit or further political preferment in place 
of publie frugality. The same fact is point- 
edly illustrated by a contrast between the 
street-railway system of American cities and 
that of European cities. 

The most important information devel-, 
oped at the meeting of the American Street- 
Railway Association held in this city during. 
the last week was contributed by Mr. Her- 
man Kreissman, formerly American Consul 


| at Berlin, and now a resident of that city and 


an owner of street-railway stock. His state- 
ment shows that the construction of street- 
railways in Berlin is regulated by the mu- 
nicipal authorities; that the corporations are 
required to pave the streets they occupy and 
keep them in repair; that asphalt and æranit 
are used chiefly for the pavements; that a 
5 per cent tax is exacted on gross receipts up 
to $1,000,000 and 7?¢ per cent on receipts in 
excess of that amount; and that the compa- 
nies are permitted to carry on each caf only 
as many persons as there are seats, with four 
additional on the front platform aiid fivé on 
the rear platform. it has been thoigh 


that the provision limiting the num- 
ber of passengers to the se ca- 
pacity of the car would be a great hardship 
to the public as well as the companies in the 
large and rapidly-growing cities of the United 
States: but Berlin isacity ef nearly 1,200- 
000 inkabitants, and during many years grew 
as rapidly as Chicago, and the requirement 
of seats for passengers in the street-cars does 
not seem to have been resented by either the 
companies or the public. The enormous 
revenue obtained by the municipality from 
the street-railway franchises may be appre- 
ciated from the statement of the single com- 
pany in which Mr. Kreissman is interested. 
Its gross receipts last year were $1,600,000, and 
it paid to the municipality $65,000 tax thereon 
d per cent on $1,000,000 and 7'¢ per cent on 
$600,000. ‘The only apparent advantage of the 
American system is, that passengers are car 
ried in most of the cities at the usiiform 
rate of five cents, whereas in Berlin the 
fare is regulated by the distance, two 
and a halt cents bemg charged for 
one and a quarter miles. But the 
“average charge seems to be lower than that 
‘made by the American street-railways, for 
60,000,000 passengers were carried for $1,600,- 
000, ‘which is at the rate of two and two-third 
cents per passenger. Mr. Kreissman added 
that It the Berlin roads had the freedom 
enjoyed by thosein this country theirincome 
would be much greater.” Undoubtedly; but 
he did not pretend the Berlin companies 
do not make a fair interest on the capital in- 
vested, and, indeed, if that were the ease, no 
street-railways would bè constructed in that 
city. 

The conditions imposed upon the street- 


railway companies in Berlin may be assumed 


to represent the terms upon which similar 
franchises are granted in other cities. It is 
eertain that exclusive privileges and valuable 
‘grants are not issued in any European city 
without reserving some share of the profi 
for the municipality, thereby increas 
its revenues for the maintenance of 
the police and fire departments, sani- 
tary precautions, ete. and at the 
same time reducing the rates of individual 
taxation. In this city, however, the munici- 
pal authorities yoted away street-railway 
franchises for twenty-five years without con- 
sideration, and recently renewed the same 
upon condition thatieach car shall pay a li- 
cense of $50a year, which is so modified by 
a schedule of thirteeh round trips a day that 
the tax will yield an insignificant revenue to 
the city. ‘There is he requirement that the 
companies shall pave or repair the streets 
outside their own tracks, nor of any other 
contribution to the Public Treasury or the 
public comfort at all commensurate with the 
valuable and exclusive privileges enjoyed by 
them. American cities are governed in the 
interest of the corporations and the saloons— 
not in the interest of the people. 


A MILLIONAIRE LAMB. ' 

If the story aboutthe enormous losses in 
stocks of one of the Vanderbilts is true the 
public griet at this untoward accident to a 
member of a hard-working family will not 
be without its alleviations. The elder Van- 
derbilt denles the truth of the repor*, and at- 
tributes it to the be who are always in- 
venting lies to d the market. Since 
Western Union deal, when, according to the 
best of authority, the old man deliberately 
deceived his own sons in order the better to 
mislead the public, and since his energetic de- 
nials that he would ever buy the Nickel-Plate 
at the very moment he was negotiating for its 
purchase, this gentleman’s assurances have 
not counted for much with the public. 

If the reputed losses of young Vanderbilt 
were the affair of a purely private speculator 
they might not be pkoper subjects for news- 
paper comment, gut the financial adventures 
or one who with thd Fest of his family con- 
trols the greatest highway between the East 
and the West are mgtters ot universal inter- 
est. If he has! much as is said, we 
shall, all of us, have to help make it up by 
our contributions to the dividends and fat 
pickings of the roads he is managing. It may 
be, for instance, that the West may have tu 
wait another year for its rights in the 
dressed-beef trade jn order that the profits 
of the Vanderbilt @battoirs and stock-yards 
may make good the three or four millions 
that have been dropped in Wall street. 

It is hardly fair to the bears to ascribe this 
revelation to them, for it is really the dis- 
closure of the gossip of the fashionable clubs 
where the news has been rolled over and 


‘under the tonguesof the habitués for several 


weeks. It has got into the street and into 


) the newspapers long after it was known by 


those on the inside. Everything points to its 
truth. It tallies exactly with the aecount 
which came from thé very best sources in 
New York a few weeks ago that Vanderbilt 
had made arrangements with several of the 
banks in New York for an immense sum of 
ready money whieh was to be used in “bull- 
ing’? the stock market.

WHO SHALL GUARD THE VATICAN 
LIBRARY? 

There was no little surprise and satisfac- 
tion a few months ago when Leo XIII. in a 
public letter to three of his most learned 
Cardinals announeed that under certain re- 
strictions and rules, thought to be meant for 
safe-keeping of documentary treasures, the 
great library of the Vatican would bethrown 
open to historians, historical students, and 
investigators. ‘This tardy concession was 
very generally commended, and by none so 
more cordially than by non-Catholics. 

The Pope in his letter to the Cardinals 
complained that the Italian journals had 
falsified history in order to justify the 
* spoliation,’”* as it is called, of the Papacy, 
and that, not content with that, there had been 
introduced into the public-school books in 
ltaly and France false statements calculated 
to poison the minds of the youth of both 
countries against the Papacy and the divine 
mission and origin of the Catholic Church. 
He held that impartial history would vindi- 
cate the church, and for that reason he in- 
vited students to avail themselves of the 
treasures contained in the Vatican Library 
which had so long been kept from the eye 
of the investigator and the knowledge of the 
world, He proclaimed that history would 
show that the church had fostered rational 
liberty, encouraged progress, patronized arts 
and léarning, and been of incalculable good, 
especially to Italy. He severely censured 
the suppression, by some historians of im- 


portant facts, and the faise interpretation 


which they gave to others. 

The Pope seemed to forget that the Papacy 
itself had been the®greatest offender in the 
matter of suppression. For ages the docu- 
mentary evidence of the Vatican was as a 
sealed volume to historians and investi- 
gators. Excommunication was pronounced 
against anybody who invaded its sacred pre- 
cincts, or assisted any person to peep into 
its dust-covered tomes. Documents which 
would throw a Hood of light on some of the 
most important events of the worla’s history 
were hidden away, and though they were 
known to exist no person could get at them 
under pain of anathema or death. Only the 
most meagre facts of the great Council of 
Trent, at whieh the creed of the church was 
formulated, are known. Documents giving 
every detail are believed to be in the great 
library, or at least to have been there, No 
historian has yet been able to obtain access 
to them. 

Despite the jealous dog-in-the-manger 
policy of the Vatican authorities, the Prot- 
estants Guizot, Renke, and Milman were 
enabled to do justice to the beneficent luflu- 
ence of the church in the early ages of Chris- 
tianity and in the Middle Ages, and vindicate 
the Papacy from the harsh censures of the 
more reckless historians of the post-reform 
period. Knowledge of the denevolent in- 
tentions, excellent motives, and prudent 
policy of the good Popes was kept from the 
world that the misdeeds, profligacies, and 
crimes of infamous Pontiffs might not give 
scandal to the faithful. 

If it is true, however, as stated in our dis- 
patches of yesterday, that the Papai author- 
ities have been guilty of abstracting some of 
the important docume nts of the library, they 
will be guilty of that which they have blamed 
in others—suppression of facts—and the act 
of Leo XIII. in opening the library to inves- 
tigation will have lost all its grace. 

The charges make by Protestant and non- 
Catholic historians against the Papacy are 
mainly connected with events which the ab- 
stracted documents would explain. These 
documents are the archives of the Propa- 
ganda Fide, which should show the means 
by which the church extended its spiritual 
and temporal sway; the archives of the In- 
quisition, and those of the Index Expurga- 
torius. The letters ot Alexander IV. are of 
no more importance than the suppressed 
memoirs of the Georges. Even the most 
bigoted Roman Catholics of the present age 
do not care to defend the cotiduct of the ut- 
terly profligate Pontiff. The suppression, 
concealment, or destruction of the other doc- 
uments named in the dispatches will, how- 


‘ever, put Leo XIII. and his subordinates in 


an unfavorable light before the world. It 
would have been ch better for him to 
keep the great library closed than to have 
opened it in part and keep back documents 
of value. | 


BRITISH TORY TACTICS. 

The tone assumed by the more rabid of 
the English Tory newspapers and orators 
towards the agitation for the assimilation of 
the rural with the urban franchise in Great 
Britain indicates that suctia measure will 
be strenuously resisted. It was taken for 
granted when the Standard said, referring 
to the speech of Mr. John Morley at New- 
castle-on-Tyne, where the new movement 
was inaugurated, that it was but “ forcing an 
open door,” that the Tories would hardly 
resist the proposed measure. The Standard, 
however, seems to have spoken on its own 
responsibility. The official Tory orgaus re- 
ject its policy and denounce the new 
agitation and its promoters. They have 
already given notice of the intention of 
their party to resist. They will not do 80 
openly, but covertly, and, as they believe, 
more effectively. } 
Tue Saturday Review, which is regarded 
as the personal organ of Lord Salisbury, 
says it will be the duty of the House of 
Lords to reject any franchise measure which 
does not contain provisions for redistribu- 
tion of seats—redistricting, as we call it. The 
purpose of the Review is plain. The Radi- 
cals agree with Mr. Morley that it would not 
be good tactics to combine county franchise 
extension with <edistriction, The Tories, 
for their part, think it good tactics to com- 
pel the Government to embody the 
bill. The argu- 
ments in faver of redistribution are 
much more cogént than those in favor of 
extension of the county franchise. But

But Ireland would demand that 
the present representation be retained on the 
ground thatit is guaranteed by the Act of 
Union. if this were allowed, the Scotch and 
Welsh members would undoubtedly object. 
If the Irish representation were reduced, 
the Irish constituencies would have another 
reason for rejecting such of the Gladstone 
candidates as are yet retained. The wisdom 
ot Morley’s policy then is manifest. The 
purpose of the Tory scheme advocated by 
the Saturday Review, Lord Salisbury, and 
Mr. Gibson is equally so. 

Mr. Gibson proposes to introduce another 
element of discord in the shape of an amend- 
ment excluding Ireland from the provisions 
of any new. reform measure. Ata meeting 
in Dumfries the 28th mit. he said: “Any re- 
form bill applied to Ireland in its present 
position is the gravest of constitutional exper- 
iments.”? It would be very grave for Mr. 
Gibson ahd his Irish Tory friends. An ex- 
tension of the franchise would reduce the 
Tory members from Ireland tofour. They 
would not exceed half a dozen certainly. 
But in the present temper of the British 
Parliament towards the Irish an amendment 
excluding Ireland might receive a majority. 
This would practically mean defeat, as the 
Government would hardly proceed with the 
amended bill. A dissolution an appeal 
to the constituencies on an Irish issue would 
not be very popular in Great Britain.

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OPPOSING FORCES. 


SBALOONKEEPERS AND THE CITIZENS’ 


LEAGUE, 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 13.—[Speelal.— 
So far as effecting any political purpose is 


concerned the convention of the saloonkeep- 


ers of the State, held in this city this week, 
was a dismal failure. The movement of the 
saloonkeepers has been carried on with a 
good deal of “flourish of trumpets” during 
the last year. A part of the saloon-men in 
this city organized a society, or association, 


and began what they promised wonld be a 
formidable movement to control the politics 
of the State. They sent agents throughout 


the State and secured the organization of 
similar societies in other cities and towns, 


and when this work had progressed toa 


fiven point a State convention was called. 
It was the hope and the expressed intention 


of the prime ‘movers that this convention 
should be u formidable body, and the real pur- 
pose was to endeavor to create public senti- 
ment against the rapid spread of a belief iu 
the high-license principle. The convention 
in place of the great force of work- 
and of the enthusiasm antici- 
ted the place of meeting presented “a 
geatly- accouiit of empty boxes,’ a bare 
corporal’s guard of the saloopkeepers of the 
‘State, and a woful lack of Miterest. Those 
present, however, went through with the

A Proposed Market for Chicago. 

The present crowded condition of South 
Water and Market streets and the rapidly 
growing necessity for more room for dealers 
in vegetables ahd produce has again 
brought about the agitation of the scheme 
for the establishing a general commodious 
market on West Randolph street, between 
Desplaines and Halsted streets. And the 
probabilities are that something tangible 
and beneficial will result. Asis well known, 
Randolph street at this point was formerly 
used as a hay market, and is double the 
width of the same thoroughfare elsewhere. 
Several years ago some gentiemen who 
foresaw the difficulty whieh would 
be encountered; on South Water street 
in the matter of room, proposed 
the vacation of the central part of Randolph 
street at this wide point by the Common 


Counell for the locauon of a grand market 
building that would not only accommodate 


those of the other .divisions who are now 
compelled to pick their way through South 
Water street as best they may. Many per- 
sons besides the projectors of such an enter- 
prise appreciated its value, and fora time it 
was thought the popular opinion in 
favor of the scheme would help to carry it 
through. But like many omer Deneficial 
undertakings, it died for lack of sustenance, 


and since that time very littie has been 
thought or matter. The 
time has come, however, in Chicago’s 
histor when there is & pressing 


need for some better means of accommodat- 
ing the marketing * of the public than 
is afforded on South Water street. Besides 
being a nuisance from a sanitary standpoint, 
the sireet is a constant menace to sweet tem- 
perand the general well-being of the com- 
munity. During the day, winter and sum- 
mer, it is practically impassabie, and during 
the warm summer nigiits it sends to heaven 
an odor that is stifliug and renders material 
aid to that prolific breeder of contagion so 
near at band, the Chicago River. A market 
such as will be erected on Randolph street if 
the promoters of it receive the slightest en- 
couragement from the city and produce- 
‘dealers can be made amenable to certain 
laws that will insure cleanliness and good 
order, and tend to make it an institution 
of which Chic might well be as proud as 
of her Board of Trade, water system, tun- 
nels, Stock- Yards, parks, ete. And a street 
in the city’s heart would be redeemed from 
filth and stench, become devoted to iti- 
mate commerce, which is in quest of just 
such room as would be afforded by the 
change spoken of. The proposition, which it 
is said will be laid beiore the Mayor and 
Common Council at an early day, contem- 
piates the erection of a market-place cover- 
ing the centre of the wide svace, with a 
roadway in the centre through which the 
street-cars might continue to run, or which 
might be used exclusively for teams trading 
at the market, removing the car-tracks 


to the north and south sides of 
the street. This structure would be 
divided into 8 which would be 


rented to dealers at a fair rate, and plenty of 
space would be given to all who had wares 
to sell. It is claimed that the location is 
superior to any that could be selected in the 
city, and that there is no good reason why 
the privilege to erectsuch a structure should 
not de granted. It is proposed to pay a fair 
rental for the ground, and the promoters are 
prepared to bind themselves to the observ- 
ance of such rules as may be adopted for the 
government of the institution. he gentie- 
men who are behind the scheme say they 
mean business, and only want a chance to 
display their sincerity in the matter. 


Bullding Memoranda. 

Aside from the Carson Block, noticed else- 
where, the most notable building project that 
came to light during the last week was that 
of the warehouses that are to be erected by 
the South Chicago Dock Company on Slip 2 
for the use of the forwarders of Eastern 
freight that comes to this port by water.

The Dock Company is figuring 
with another syndicate, and President Brown 
soon hopes to close with it for even more ex- 
tensive structures than those described.

ART AND ARTISTS. 


A Critic Oriticised, 

Oct. 8. Editor of The Tribune. } 
—The notice of Mr. F. R. Green’s picture of 
“The Death of Juliet in your issue of last 
Thursday seems to do some injustice to the 
work, though no doubt your writer was 
actuated by the fairest and friendliest féei- 
ing toward the picture and the artist. But 
there were several statements of opinion in 
the article which, as they were frankly 
stated, may be as frankly combated. 

In the first place, without having any 
actual knowledge of the real amount of time 
occupied by Mr. Green in studying out and 
making the picture, if the picture is a suc- 
cess, it is of no consequence, and not a 
matter of proper concern to the public 
whether it was dove in thirty days, 
thirty months, or thirty hours. Of the 
two works of Rubens are considered 
his most consummate works, one occupied 
the artist less than two hours, and the other, 
a very large picture full of figures, but three 
weeks. In the National Gallery at London 
is a picture by Turner for which the British 


Government paid 3,000 guineas, and it is cer- 


tain that the artist did not work longer than 
two hours on it. But the instances are in- 
numerable that show that much of the very 
greatest art work is that which is done with 
the greatest rapidity. 

Two other points of your criticism seem 
not well founded. The figure of Romeo 
* not satisfy your writer’s ideas of how 
a dead man may lie, but he will no doubt 
allow that honest opinions of persons of ex- 
perience may differ from his, so we will let 

pass. But in one thing he is certainly 
wrong and the artist right. The very 


fact that your critic was unable to 
tell whether Juliéet’s dress was of silk 
or satin texture proves the success of 


the artist in rendering it and his historical 
accuracy, for it is well known to artists and 
experts that silken stuffs centuries ago were 
of just that soft, uncertain texture he 
has succeeded admirably in painting. 

The truth is this artist has produced two 
pictures ot which he and this community 
— well be proud. If under the spur of 
ambition or any other incentive he has done 
them rapidly he has all the more reason to 
be proud, for they are worthy of greater and 
more thoughtful praise than they have yet

O' DONNELL'S CASE. 


CONSULTATION OF GEN. PRYOR WITH THE 
ENGLISH LAWYERS, 


Lonpon, Oct. 13.—10 p. m.—{Special Cable 
Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. |—Mr. Rog- 
er A. Pryor, the American counsel retained 
for the defense of O’Donnell, the slayer of 
Carey, arrived in London this evening. He 
was met by Mr. A. M. Sullivan, the prisou- 
er's leading counsel, and Mr. Guy, his 
solicitor. Immediately after supper: tonight 
the three lawyers had a long consultation, at 
which Mr. Pryor had detailed to him all the 
steps so far taken by the defense. Mr. 
Pryor expressed himself as more than satis- 
fied with the strength of the prisoner’s case 
on the plea of self-defense. He also 
strongly approved of the search which 
the London counsel had already instituted 
for the whereabouts of the officers who com- 
manded in the different companies in which 


O'Donnell served while in the United States 


army. It is intended to prove by these offi- 
cers, if they can be found, that O’Donnell’s 
record was good, and to substantiate several 
occurrences in the prisoner’s past life which 
will tend to the conviction that he was a 
peaceable man, sekiom quarreling, even in 
defense of himself, and, possessed of a frank 
nature, opposed to intrigue and indi- 
rection. This testimony is intended to 
be introduced as an offset to 
the idea which will be insisted 
on by the Government that O’ Donnell’s char- 
acter was of that peculiar kind which made 
natural his alleged selection by the Irish In- 
vincibles for the mission of avenger. Mr. 
Pryor inquired closely into, the prisoner’s 
demeanor towards his custodians since his 
arrest, ascertaining that it had invariably 
been characterized by thorough frankness. 
He at once advised the securing of deposi- 
tions from all the South African officers with 
whom the prisoner had had any relations 
since the killing of Carey, detailing whatever 


- utterances O'Donnell had made to them, for 


the purpose of showing that the prisoner’s 
plea of self-defense was original, natural, 
and true, and had been uniformly made ana 


never for an instant abandoned even when | 


the prisoner was without counsel. 

Mr. Pryor closely investigated the testi- 
mony of the seven witnesses from Donegal 
who have come to London to depose to their 
intimacy with O'Donnell just prior to his 
departure for South Africa, and expressed 
himself as satisfied that it would convince 
any fair jury that when O'Donnell left Ire- 
land for South Africa he was abso- 


lutely free from any connection with 


the Invineibles, and departed without 
any premeditation to murder. Mr. Pryor 
announces that he will resist the Crown’s in- 
tention to force the trial next week, and will 
insist upon a postponement of sufficient 
length to aliow the defense to secure the tes- 
timony outlined above. The Crown law- 
vers, on the other hand, assert that they will 
contend against delay, and endeavor to have 
the case ended before the parliamentary re- 
cess closes. They allege that O’Donnell’s 
lawyers desire delay in order to make the 
case notorious as a State trial carried on 
during a parliamentary sitting. The 
American lawyers advise the defense 
to discourage subscriptions by the 
National League because of their 
tendency to weaken the plea of self-defense 
by producing in the public mind the impres- 
sion of a connection ot some kind between 
the prisoner’s act and the league. Mr. Pryor 
contends that these subécriptions if contin- 
ved must ultimately affect the jury by mak- 
ing it easy for the Crown lawyers to convey 
to them the idea that the killing of Carey was 
indorsed even if it was not inspired by the 
league, else that organization would not in- 
terest itself in the defense. Mr. Pryor says 
that if such an impression ever finds lodg- 
ment within tne jury O’Donnell’s plea of 


. self-defense will have little if any effect. 


O’Donnell is now engaged in a personal 
quarrel with the Newgate jail physician, be- 
cause the doctor refuses to allow the prison- 
er to use tobacco in any form. O'Donnell 
says he is so accustomed to the use of the 
weed that the depreciation is injuring his 
health. He accuses the doctor of personal 
hostility and demands an investigation.

ACTIVITY OF (HE NIHILISTS...

MARQUIS TSENG. 
A RECEPTION AT FOLKESTONE. 

Lonpow, Oct. 13.—[Special Cable Dispatch 
to The Chicago Tribune.]—The Marquis 
Tseng was to night received by the people of 
Folkestone as the guest of the municipality. 
The reception was tendered the Marquis in 
honor of his selection of Folkestone as the 
place of his official residence pending the 
settlement of the dispute between China and 
France, Folkestone being several hours 
nearer than London to Paris. The reception 
was held in the town-hall, and was the great- 
est demonstration ever made by the munici- 
pality. The Embassador when introduced 
to the great audience was with 
long-continued applause. He was then 
presented on behalf of the, municipality 
with an address in which his efforts in be- 
half of peace were extolled as models of 
example to statesmen. The orator was Sir 


Edward Wiikin. The Marquis Tseng in the 
course of his reply said: I use this occasion 
to declare and to emphasize the commercial! 
interests of China are identical with those of 
Europe; China desires peace, because war 
would be an unnecessary disturbance to 
those interests; China does not fear relation- 
ships with European countries; China even 
courts such relationships. But China re- 
fuses to have her hands forced to drop the 
rod of Moses and substitute for it the spear 
of war in her efforts to make commerce flow 
into the great ocean of the world’s wants.” 

The last utterance was received with 
cheers and made a deep impression. A sin- 
gular circumstance attending the demonstra- 
tiom was the fact that the music was fur- 
nished by the regimental band from the 
Thornoliff Garrison. The band attended un- 
der the direct personal order of the Duke of 
Cambridge, Commander-in-Chief of the 
British Army, which order was given asa 
distinctive national compliment to the Chi- 
nese Embassador. This action on the part 
of the Duke has already produced much irri- 
tation atthe French Embassy in London, 
and fearsare entertained that it will furnish 
a topic for diplomatic explanation. 


THE FRENCH. 
M. FERRY’S SPEECH AT ROUEN. 

Loxbox. Oct. 18.—[Special Cable Dispatch 
to The Chicago Tribune. — M. Jules Ferry, 
French Prime Minister, in speaking this 
evening at a public meeting at Rouen, main- 
tained that the Parisian mob which insulted 
King Alfonso was irresponsible and incapa- 
ble of making the Government responsible. 
M. Ferry warmly praised the action of M. 


Jules Grévy, and said that throughout the 


entire incident the conduct of the President 
had been dignified and entirely in accordance 
with the requirements of his position and the 
delicacy of the situation. The Intransi- 
geants of France, the speaker said, vere 
apparently disposed to make trouble for the 


country. but the moderates were prepared to 


combat them. M. Ferry was brief and ex- 
tremely moderate in his address, and suc- 
ceeded in conveying the impression that the 
Government attached no very serious impor- 
tance to the Paris incident. The Govern- 
ment was sorry it occurred, and was satisfied 
at having done all that it could with dignity 
and honor to counteract any evil results of 
an occurrence for which it could not for one 
moment entertain responsibility. M. Ferry’s 
remarks were received with applause, and 
when hewas driven to his quarters was 
cheered by the people along the streets. 
THIBAUDIN. | 

M. Thibandin, ex-Minister of War, who is 
making efforts to secure an election to the 
French Senate for the avowed purpose of as- 
sailing what he calls the cowardice of M. 
Ferry in his coneessions to China concerning 
the Tonquin affair, has already met with 
many snubs calculated to show him that the 
French populace desire peace. The attitude 
of the bourgeoisie, whose support the belli 
cose statesman has been varticularly court- 
ing, has been manifestly cold. It begins to 
look as if the French middle ciasses have de- 
termined to freeze M. Thibaudin out of poli- 
tics just as M. Grévy and M. Ferry froze him 
him out of the Cabinet. 


COMMENT. | 

The speech of M. Ferry at Ronen has 
telegraphed to Paris, and is ton ght the talk 
of the cafés. It has convinced the gussips 
that the Government considers the Alfonso 
aftair terminated and no longer entitied to 
serious consideration. The Americans in 
Paris, who at first felt strong resentment at 
the insult to Alfonso, now laugh over the 
matter as the best and most effectual adver- 
tisement the youthfal Spanish King could 
have secured. They say that if the in- 
cident had been prearranged by the 
King’s friends in his interest it could not 
have been managed better, as it has made 


Alfonso solid“ with his own subjects, with 


‘whom as a King he was somewhat “shaky ”’ 
before. 
In Bertin “the Parisian occurrence is now 


viewed asa political fortune to Alfonso. The 


Germans say the French by acting like fools 
have put an end to revolution against the 
Spanish throne, fastened the attention of 
Europe upon Alfonso, and elevated Ger- 
many’s new ally to a prominence in Euro- 
pean affairs which a decade of conquest 
might not have brought him. 


FEARS OF RUSSIAN COMBINATIONS. 

Lonvon, Oct. 13.— [Special Cable Dispatch 
to The Chicago Tribune.|—The refusal of 
the Czar to meet the Emperor William at 
Kiel, as the latter requested, has produced 
unwarranted uneasiness throughout Ger- 
many. The Czar had been for two months 
the guest of the King of Denmark. Kiel be- 


‘ing in a former territory of Denmark (Hol- 


stein) the Czar, studying the sensibilities of 
his host, refused to mortify Denmark by 
holding a conference replete with so much 
political significance within her former bor- 
ders. Denmark’s well-known hostility to 
Germany, coupled with the Czar's pro- 
longed stay and Mr. Gladstone's pecu- 
liarly opportune visit, are causing a 
feeling of distrust in German political 
circles against Russia and England which is 
probably the key to Prince Bismarck’s re- 
cent European policy of estranging the Lat- 
in gations from each other and gathering 
gugh of them under the wing of the triple al- 
Hiace as are willing to be guided by his 
counsels, and thus more securely establish 
the permanence of their dynasties. Ger- 
many recognizes the fact that Russia, 
France, Denmark, and possibly England 
may come together in common cause and 
thwart her present ambitions, hence her ef- 
forts to spread discord and alienate such al- 
liances as may threaten the forcé of the 
combination she has herself succeeded in 
amalgamating. 


NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
SHIP-BUILDING. 

Lonpon, Oct, 13.—|Svecial Cable Dispateh 
to The Chicago Tribune. —Large contracts 
are being carried out in English shipyards, 
and the greatest activity is being shown in 
their execution. The English Government 
officials say that the Germans cannot con- 
struct torpedo boats equal to the English.

He has been waitinz for weeks to ob- 
tain a hearing from the Sultan regarding the 
manner in which the rights and priviliges of 
his company are interfered with by the au- 
thorities of the Porte, and he threatens that 
unless the matter receives the immediate at- 
tention of the Turkish Government he will 
remove all the cable termini in the Mediter- 
ranean to points of landing in Greek waters. 

FRENCH TRADE. : 

Considerable comment is caused by state- 
ments in the English trade journals that 
France has lost its old capacity for producing 
goods of original designs and is obliged to 
pirate German inventions. German ladies 
have formed a league which proposes to ig- 
nore all French productions.

ANTONY TROLLOPE’S MEMOTRS. 

Since Carlyle’s memoirs, nothing more in- 

teresting has been given to the world than 


Anthony Trollope's autobiography, which 


will be published Monday. He wished it to 
be published speedily after his death. He 
knew that the story of his lite 
was the best novel he could publish. 
He says in the preface: It will not be 80 
much my intention to speak of the little de- 
tails of my private Jite as of that which I and 
perhaps others around me have done in 


literature, of my failures and successes, such - 


as they have been, and their causes, and of 
the opening which a literary career offers 
to men and women for earning their bread.” 
Trollope was even more untortunate in a 
father than Dickens. The eider Trollope 
was born to fail, and was cursed with 
an execrable temper. He was a 
chancery lawyer. His temper drove 
all the attorneys away. He had 
a little money and considerable ambition. 
Having abandoned his hopes of professional 
success, it occurred to him to try his fortune 
at farming, for which his chief qualification 
was absolute ignorance of country matters. 
A house which he occupied near Harrow 
has been painted by the son in “Orley 
Farm.” Anthony was sent to a Harrow 
school as a day scholar, then to Winchester, 
then again to Harrow. What he endured he 
tells with all the freshness of painful 
memories and the simple pathos of truth. 
He had no pocket- money. In his 
rags he always looked disreputably 
dirty. Once he was stopped in the street py 


Dr. Butler, head master, who sternly asked 


him whether it was possible that Harrow 


school could be disgraced by so dirty a boy. 
At Winchester his bills were left unpaid 


and tradesmen told to stop his credit. He 
could not even provide the few shillings for 
college servants. When he went back to 


Harrow he had to walk twelve miles a day 
\through muddy lanes to his daily tasks. 


His holidays were spent at his father’s 
dismal chambers, Lincoln’s Inn. The dirty, 
penniless, and apparently dull boy, wherever 
he\went, was treated by his class-fellows as 
a social pariah. Yet, withal, he had an in- 
tense craving to be loved by every one. 
After leaving school he became a clerk in 
the general post-office. Col. Maberly, the 
Secretary, disliked him. On one occasion a 
letter containing bank notes was missed 
from Maberly’s table. Mr. Trollope writes: 
“ A letter has been taken,“ said the Colonel, 
turning angrily, “and, by God, there has 
been nobody in the room but. you,” and 
as he spoke he thundered his fist down upon 
the table. Then.“ said I, “by God, you 
have taken it!“ and 1 also thundered my fist 
dowh, but accidentally, upon the table. My 
fist came on the table, and the ink flew up, 
covering the Colonel’s face and shirt-front. 
At that moment came in the Colo- 
nel’s private secretary with the let- 
ter and the oney, and I was de- 
to my own room. 
There were other troubles. A young woman 
in the country had determined to marry 
Anthony Trollope, but he refused. At last 
the woman’s mother appeared at the post- 
office. “My hair almost stands on my head 
now,” he says, as I remember the figure of 
the woman walking into the big room in 
which I sat with six or seven other clerks, 
having a large basket on her arm 
and an immense 
head. A messenger vainly endeavored to 
persuade her to remalu in the ante-room, but 
she followed the man in, walking up the 
centre of the room, and addressed me in a 
loud voice, ‘Anthony Trollope, when are 
you going to marry my daughter“ We have 
all had our worst moments. That was my 
worst. I lived through it, however, and did 
not marry the young laay. ‘These little inci- 
dents were against me in the office.” 
Then there was a money-lender into whose 
elutches the young clerk fell, and whose 
daily visits at the office were terrible. He 
had always the same words to say: Now, 
I wish you would be punctual. If you only 
would be punctual I should like you to 


have anything you want.” Readers of 
“Phineas Finn” will recognize the 
original of Mr. Clarkson.

FRENCH FOREIGN POLICY. 
WHY THE FRENCH ARE GRASPING COLON} 

IES—DEFENSE OF THEIR AGGRESSIONS. 

The foreign policy of France during the 
last decade has bewildered and irritated 
friends and foes. Since the establishment of 
the Republic the nation has been converted 
into a vast camp. Compulsory! service has 
been introduced; the largest and costliest 
military establishment in Europe has been 
maintained; and an immense sum, aggregate — 
ing $400,000,000 in the course of a dozen 
years, has been expended in the construction 
of fortresses and in the renewal of ail kinds 
of machinery and supplies. But the diplo- 
matic prestige of the nation has steadily de- 
clined. France has remained passive on the 
Continent, neglecting to improve its position 
at the Congress of Berlin and creating dis- 
trust, now in Rome and again in London, by 
its meddlesome policy abroad, In Egypt it 
surrendered its ground without a strugel 
although the Liberal Government in Engi 
udded to its own embarrassments by its pune- 
tiliousness in adhering vo the dual proteew- 
rate. At the same time, Tunis was greedily 
snatched and there were spasmodic displa 
uot activity at the ends of the earth —Iin Ma 
gasear, on the Congo, and in Ap nam and Ton- 


quin. So impulsively and reeklealy was this 


career of adventure entered upon that the 
mostordinary precautions of diplomacy were 
neglected. Italian resentment was excited 
by the acquisistiun of Tunis; English susecep- 
tibility was wounded at Tamatave; 
risks of war with China were thoughtlesly 
incurred, The complications arising from 
the reception of King Alfonso in Paris are of 
a ditferent nature, but they tend still further 
to impair the prestige of French diplomacy. 
It is interesting to observe what a 
cious and patriotic Frenchman can say in 
defense of a foreigp policy which is con- 
demned in every European capital. M. Paul 
Leroy-Beaulieu discusses this subject with 
commendabie candor in the current number 
of the Fortnightiy Review. tHe contends 
that France has devoted all her energies 
since her great disasters to the duty of re- 
cuperation, and that neither. Prussia after 
Jena, por Kussia after Sebastopol, nor Aus- 
tria after Sadowa “ pursued aim with 
more resignation and constancy.” All this 
work,” he adds, “has been dope in silen 
without display or provocation.” Me admits 
that at the bottom of every Frenchman’s 
soul lies a tenacious hope, or at. least a varue 
desire, that Alsace and Lorraine may some 
day be regained; but he denies 
that there is any serious thought of 
an onslaught upon Germany. The 
nation is conscious of its renewed strength 
and knows that it is now in a state to support 
a war even with the strongest aseallant; yet 
it is pacitic from choice, prudent from in- 
stinct. if various expeditions have been un- 
dertaken during the last five years circum- 
stances have forced the n of various 
Ministries. The principal cause ot this 
activity in remote quarters of the earth has 
been “the prevalence of an opinion, as well 
in Europe as among barbarous tribes, that 
the French nation was far more feeble, and 
pusillanimous, and passive under rebuffs than 
really was the case.” This opinion is as 
cribed by M. Leroy-Beaulieu to the unforta- 
nate abstention ef the Government in the 
Egvoptian crisis, and this, he is careful to ex- 


plain, was owing to political dissensions 


rather than to any deliberate design 
of non-intervention. This abstention, 
he adds, has been  0ObDitteriy regret- 
ted, „ in consequence of inaction 
on the Nile, a new impulse has been given to 
colonial schemes in Tonquin and elsewhere. 
For such enterprises, he contends, the 


French have a natural aptitude, and when 


the policy of organizing colonial for

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 13.—{Special.1—_ 


An interview with Charles Foster, of Ohio, 
is published here in which he says that pusi- 
ness-men took little interest in the cam- 
paign, subscribed scarcely anything: that the 
manufacturing establishments used no ef-

THE DEMOCRATIC LEAGUE WITH THE LI- 

QUOR ELEMENT. 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 13.— Special. —A 
startling piece of political information was 
picked up by Tux TRIBUNE correspondent 
today with reference to the probable action 
of the Democratic Legislature, elected ‘I'ues- 
day, on the liquor traffic, so heavy a question 
atthistime in Ohio politics. The Democ- 
racy has denied its intention to interfere 
with the Scott law if successful, but its dept 
to the Liquor-League 1s too heavy to make 
this probable, especially as the law is very 
obnoxious to the Liquor-League. A revela- 
tion was made today in the boast by one of 
the leaguers that eight solemn ree- 
ments had been signed and seal by 
each of the Democrats on the Cuyahoga 
Legislative ticket, in which a pledge is 
made by them to the league to repeal the 
Scott law four months after taking their 
seats im the House and Senate. The consid- 
eration is the work and labor performed by 
the league in electing them. ony five of 
the eight have been elected. The four- 
months clause means that the undoubtedly 
popular law is not to be interfered with un- 
til the municipal elections in April are over. 
This will give them nearly three months to 
repeal law before the time 
exvires on which the next Scott 
law assessment must be paid—June 20. This 
means free whisky, and if it is done it will 
be one of the acts that will bring Ohio back 
into the Republican line by an overwhelm- 
ing majority in 1884. 

UNITED STATES SENATORSHIP. 

It also transpires that Henry B. Payne’s 
name will surely go into the Democratic 
General Assembly caucus as a candidate for 
United States Senator.

CAME TO GRIEF. 


A Puglilistic Set-To Fails to Material- 
ize tor Scranton Koughs, Who Forci- 
biy Express Their indignation, 
ScrRANTON, Pa., Oct. 13.—[{Special.}—'Lhe 

Sullivan-Slade combination was engaged a 
few weeks ago by S. E. Whipple, proprietor 
of thé Lackawanna Valley House, to give an 
exhibition in the armory in this city this 
eventing. The lease of the building was 
made with one of the members of the Board 
of Managers, but in the course of a few days 
the board reversed his action. The Driving 
Park was engaged, and the pugilists con- 
sented to spar in front of the grand-stand. 
They arrived in this city this morning, and 
were met by a tremendous crowd. The 
exhibition was to take place at 3 o’clock. 
Rain began to fall soon after 12 o’clock and 
continued until3. A large crowd, however, 
assembled at the park. The weather under- 
went a favorable change, but the pugilists 
did not alight from their carriage. Mr. 
Whipple offered them the receipts, which 
amounted to $150, if they would give an ex- 
hibition. The contract called for $250, and 
Sullivan said he would not take off his coat 
for the sum proffered him. He drove away, 
and a scene of wild excitement ensued. The 
crow athered- around John Travis, the 
ticket-taker, and drove him intoacorner. He 
wasin danger of being mobbed, when he 
threw the tickets over the heads of the thron 

and saved himself. Scores of persons di 

not secure their tickets, but they pressed 

around the ticket oflice with those who 
were more fortunate and loudly demanded 
theirmoney. A considerable sum was re- 
turned, but the crowd became violent and 
broke into the office. The agent was over- 
whelmed, and he threw the money to Capt. 
Heller, a mounted policeman. ‘The crowd 
then made a rush for Heller and took the 
money from him, as well as his watch and 
$43 of his own. A general fight ensued over 
the division of the cash, and one man was 
pushed froma high bridge into the river. 

Sullivan went to a barber-shov about 5:30 
this evening. A vast crowd gathered in the 
street and gazed upon him while he was be- 
ing shaved. Officer Lewis attempted to move 
the crowd from the sidewalk and was at- 
tacked by a powerful young man named 
Devine. Officer Walshe came to Lewis’ as- 
sistance, but Devine fought desperately. He 
was-aided by his Lewis sus- 
tained severe injuries. aishe was also 
badly cut. Other officers arrived, and the 
otfénder was taken to the station- house. The 
greatest excitement was created, 

This evening Lackawanna Valley 
House was crowded with persons who de- 
manded the return of the money they ex- 
pended for tickets. They were expelled, and 
the doors locked for several hours. Sullivan 
and Slade remained in their rooms all the 
evening. They would doubtless have been 
roughly handied if they had appeared. The 
representatives of the combination claim 
that Whipple did not live up to his contract, 
and that the track was not in a fit condition 
for an exhibition.

THE FPISCOPATIANS. 
THE SENIOR BISHOP. — 

Parape Pura, Pa., Oct. 13.—[Special.]— 
At the close of the morning prayer in the 
Episcopal Convention the Rt.-Rev. Benjamin 
Bosworth Smith, D. D., LL. D., of Ken- 
tucky, the senior Bishop of the church in 
tne United States, was escorted into the pul- 
pit and pronounced the benedietion. Since 
his arrival in Philadelphia Bishop Smith has 
been prevented from attending the sessions 
of the convention through serious illness. 
he has 
watched with great interest the reports of 
the proceedings in his apartments at the 
Aldine Hotel. The venerable prelate 
was conducted into the house by Bish- 
ops Beda of Ohio, Dudley of Kentucky, 
and Elliott of Western Texas. The senior 
Bishop is now in his 92d year. He is tall, 
and his brew is encircled by a wreath of 
snowy white hair. 

FEAST OF THE TRANSFIGURATION. 

In the Committee of the Whole Judge 
Sheffy, on taking the chair, announced that 
the subject under consideration when the 
committee arose yesterday was Clause C, 
Sec: 7, of the joint committee’s report upon 
the resolution of the Rev. Dr. Knight, of 
Pennsylvauia, to strike out from the notice 
on page 17, relating to the Feast of the 
Transfiguration, the date Jau. 18” 
and insert as a substitute Aug. 6,” 
the day upon which the festival is observed 
The Rev. 
Dr. Huntington contended that the point of 
historical continuity bad not been established 
by the arguments presented yesterday. In 
presenting the Anglican view of the eele- 
bration of the feast he drew an analogy be- 
tween the alteration of the date to Aug. 6 to 
an old relic resurrected from the dark corner 
of some garret which nobody cared anything 
about and that was of no intrinsic value, but 
was suddenly transformed into an article of 
treasured worth, and overvalued accordingly, 
without any particular reason for it. The 
point of vontinuing in historical succession 
the data of the transfiguration, allowing 
that it had been authenticated, was not es- 
sential to the observance of the festival. The 
feast was purely a sacrament of the church, 
and was regarded not with importance as a 
historical event. 

The Rev. Dr. Garrison, of St. Paul's 
Church, Camden, one of the Joint Commit- 
tee, advanced the profound reasons fer pre- 
serving the date of the Feast of the Trans- 
figuration as it is now that they 
should not depart from the An- 
glican usages which had obtained in 
the Western Church, while they are sanc- 
tioned by the ordinals, the Catholic creed, 
ana the Christian. calendar. Wherever the 
English prayer-book is known the feast is 
observed the 18th of January. A large body 
of the church hold that we should adhere to 
the customs of the church throughout the 
Western World. Itseems like introducing 
something new and strange that will depart 
from those ancient usages, venerated by thre 
communicants of the catholic creed for cent- 
uries.. The change was of no moment, and 
there was no strong ecclesiastical reason for 
its support. 

The Rev. Dr. — Wisconsin, made 
a vigorous argument. e abhorred the doc- 
trine of following in the path of the Roman 
Chureh in fixing the epoch of the transfig- 
uration. He said the Roman Church had 
observed falsely the date of the feast, and 
those deputies who had cited Papal author- 
_ities had simply falsified. ‘* 1 do not think,” 
said the Wisconsin deputy, “that this con- 
vention, which knows the value of Roman- 
ist evidence, will be convinced of the neces- 
sity of following it as absolutely accurate. 
Jam not wise enough to believe that this 
church, known as the Holy Catholic 
Chureh, has a desire to conform 
its principles to the church in Spain. 
in Portugal, or Ireland. I don’t see 
that the church there has any true Catholic 
principle. The learned deputy, who had 
cited the Roman authorities extensively, 
had last toview the natural predisposition 
of the Papal creed. He had unconsciously 
lied. The doctrine of the Roman Catholic 
creed was the doctrine of transubstantiation. 
A learned Cardinal, who had held up this 
doctrine, said it unquestionably became the 
interest ot his church that he should do so. 
Jean go all through history and find any 
number of authorities in favor of Rome, 
such as the Kev. Dr. Egan offered yesterday, 
) but this testimony 1 know to be uniformly 

inaccurate, and even spurious.” 

By the unanimous consent of the conven- 
tion Dr. Egan, of Central New York, ob- 


| tained permission to reply. He said it was 


not true, as intimated by the Wisconsin dep- 
uty, that the authorities cited by him were 
all Romish. One of his authorities was a 
work on Christian antiquiti another the 
“ Mynology ” of the Emperor Bazil, and an- 
other the “Ethiopian calendar. He had pro- 
duced the only evidence obtainable. He 
branded the arguments of the learned dep- 
uty trom Wisconsin, containing a sweeping 
denunciation of the testimony of Papal his- 
torians, as ad captandum.

An Engine Crushes Broadside into a 
Fassenger-Train at Union

Prrrenund, Pa., Oct. 13.—A Uniontown 
(Pa.) special says: As the 11 a. m. train on 
the Southwest Road today was approaching 
Lemont Station, four miles north of Union- 
town, it was run into by an engine at a fur- 
nace siding with terrible effect. The regu- 
lar engineer was not on duty, and the little 
furnace dinkey“ was being manned by a 
young man who seems to have known noth- 
ing about his business. He was running at 
a rapid rate toward the crossing, when he 
saw that a collision would be inevitable un- 
less he checked up. Instead of staying at his 
post and stopping the engine, as the passen- 
gers say he could have done, he reversed the 
brakes and leaped off, letting the engine go 
crashing broadside into the middle of the 
passenger train. There were eighteen per- 
sons in the car, and the scene was frightful. 
Men, women, and children were knocked 
out of their seats in every direction, and tew 
escaped bemg mangled, bruised, or scalded. 
The car took fire instantly, and was wrapped 
in flames almost before the passengers could 
be gotten out. It was entirely. consumed, 
Most of the ngers were spattered 
with blood soot, but, miraculous as it 
may seem, no one was killed.

RAILROADS. 


East-Bound Shipments Last Week 


Show an Increase of 5,000 


— 
The Fight for the Control of the Ohio & Mis- 
sissippi Still Remains Unsettied. 


Heavy Increase in East-Bound Freight 
Shipments Caused by an Increased 
Demand in the East. 

East-bound freight business during the 
last week was quite active. The shipments 
of flour, grain, and provisions by the various 
roads running east from this city amounted 
to 49,052 tons, against 43.882 tons for the 
week previous, an increase of 5,220 tons. 


The entire increase was in grain shipments, 


there being a decrease both in flour and pro- 
vision exports. The low prices for grain, 
which have caused lately a large falling 
off in the grain shipments from West- 
ern points to this city, have helped 
to inerease the east-bound shipments. 
Most of the grain going iorward is taken 
from the elevators, and but little of it comes 
range from the country. Farmers refuse to 
sell at the present prices, be of the opin- 
ion that they can do better later on is one 
season. They can see no reason why prices 
should be so low, the crops’ not having 
turned out as good as was anticipated. It is 
claimed that there was more grain in the 
country at this time last season than there is 
now, and the markets then were much 
higher. The fact that the Eastern demand 
is very large at the prevailing prices in- 
dicates that purchasers share the belief of 
the farmers ‘the prices of grain will be 
higher later in the season.

The time is rapidly approaching when it is 
customary for the Eastern roads to make an 
advance in freight rates. Last year the rates 
were advanced about Noy. 1. Whether an 
advance will be made about the same time 
this season will depend greatly upon the 
freight movement during the nexttwo or three 
weeks, If business remgins as heavy as it is 
now, it is quite Hikely chat an advance in 
rates will be made about Nov. 1. Should 
there be a decided decrease, however, it_is 
not probabie that an advance will be made 
before Dec, 1, and probably not until Jan. 1, 
by which time Arbitrator Adams will have 
given his decision on the appeal from Com- 
missioner Fink’s award of 
centages.

Complicated Puassenzer Affairs — No 
Prospect that Commissioner Fink 
Will Be Able to Step the Scalping of 
West-Bound Tickets, 

The announcement made yesterday that 
Commissioner Fink had issued an order pro- 
hibiting the sale by the Pennsylvania of 
tickets er the Milwaukee & St. Paul to 
Omaha by all the trunk lines—the Pennsyl- 
vania, New York Central, Erie, and Balti- 
more & Ohio—over the Alton to Kansas City, 
and by the Pennsylvania and Erie over the 
Burlington & Quincy and Hamilton & St. 
Joe to Kansas City did not cause much ex- 
citement among the Western roads affected 
by the order. The officials of those roads 
look upon the matter rather philosuphically, 
and act as if Commissioner Fink had perpe- 
trated a great joke. The fact is that the 
order will not stop the sale of tickets over the 
tabooed roads. But very few through 
tickets to Kansas City are sold at 
the regular ticket offices in New York, 
though quite a number are sold by the 
scalpers, it being weill understood among 
passengers that they can get much lower 
rates at the scalping offices than at the regu- 
Jar ticket offices. Scalpers have for some 
time past been selling tickets through to 
Kansas City for $5 less than the regular 
rates, and they will no doubt continue to do 
so over the very roads whose tickets have 
The main object 
of Mr. Fink’s action is to stop the payment 
of commissions in New York by the West- 
ern roads, which practice enables scalpers 
and brokers to cut the rates by detaching the 
coupons Chicago to Kansas City from the 
ticket reading New York to Chicago. By 
this practice scaipers are enabled to make a 
ent of $5 and still make a profit 
of from $1.50 to $2.50 on each ticket. 
If the Eastern trunk lines were heartily in 
accord with Commissioner Finkin this mat- 
ter the practice might be stopped. But the 
trunk lines and their Western connections 
act in entire harmony, and it is claimed that 
the trunk lines even share in the paymentof 
the commission in New York and them- 
selves redeem from scalpers the unused por- 
tions of the tickets. Mr. Fink seems to be of 
the opinion that the sale of tickets over the 
suspected lines being stopped, scalpers will 
not be able to secure new supplies hereafter. 
In this Mr. Fink, however, is no doubt mis- 
taken. He will tind that the scalpers have 
any amount of tickets issued before the 
order went into effect. If their supply gives 
out they can easily be furnished with a new 
supply antedated previous to Mr. Fink’s 
order to turn the tickets of the .above-

Fraud in the Transnitseion of Heports 
ofthe Jerome Park Ruces.

Louisville Courier-Journal: Last Tuesday 
afternoon atthe Jockey Club grounds, just be- 
fore the mile-heat race, a gentleman came to a 
Courier-Journal reporter and informed him 
that a job which forcrookedness would make 
even the Brighton Beach sharks blush had 
been planned and was about to be carried 
into execution under the very’ noses of the 
judges of aracing association which bears 
the reputation all over the world of being the 
only rigidly and thoroughly honest organi- 
zation of the kind in existence, In the race 
about to be run there were entered six horses, 
among which were Galileo and McBowling.

Now, any one can see from the foregoing 
that a man easily tempted from the straight 
and narrow path could, should he own a 
horse like ran turn many a penny by 
a little slick work. r. Nicholas Becker, in 
this case, was both the owner and the tempt- 
ed, and hefell. With his pocket well stocked 
with Annie G. and Boulevard tickets, he in- 
structed his jockey not to win, and, despite 
Col. Clark’s vigorous lecture betore the 
start, Harris rode tne horse so well (for Mr. 
Becker) that he did not win. But it was 
done in such a manner that the judges could 
do nothing about it, and while me Courier- 
Journal next morning urged strongly that 
the race was dishonest and shoul in- 
vestigated, there were no absolute facts 
which warranted summary proceeding.

‘The $200 was given to Becker in pool tickets 
bought on Silvio, with Belle of the Hignlanas 
out, and bought very cheaply. Another man, 
Robert Harlan, an old follower of the races, 
who has been on the turf for fifty years, 
was also in the plot and backed Silvio heav- 
ily. A few outsiders also were let into the 
secret and it got to the ears of the bookkeep- 
ers, who immediately advanced Silvio to an 
‘equal place with McBowling in tne betting.

Downey, the contractors, erected a new 
building in 1876, dubbing it the Lyceum, and 
it had been conducted with varying success 
and loss ever since.

surance is adjusted. The theatre had a 
frontage of about 60 feet, ana a depth of 120, 
and the owners estimate their loss at $25,000, 
which includes the scenery and properties, 
which also belonged to McGraw & Downey. 
They carried only $9,800 insurance, $800 of 
it being on the scenery.

PARIS SECOND-HAND SHOPS 


Where All Kinds of Curious Things 


Are Boucht and Sold, 
There has been a good déal said and writ- 
ten about Parisian shops, but there is one 
division of these tempting. establish ments 


that has received but seant justice from the 


foreign chronicler, and that is the multitude 
of second-hand shops wherewith Paris 
abounds. From the aristocratic Rue de la 
Paris down to the rag-picker’s quarter, the 
Rue Mouffetard, there is nota street in the 
commercial quarters that does not boast of 
one or more of such establishments, while 
certain streets, such as the Rue de Provence 
or the Chaussée d’Antin are lined with 
them. They areof every gradeand every 
style, from the lordly and elegantly fitted- 
up store, whose proprietor deals only 
in antique cabinets, bronzes, and tapestry, 
Louis XV. jewelry, old miniatures, and an- 
cient iace, all more or less genuine, and 
especially the less, down to the dingy little 
booth stuck in a corner behind some massive 
building, wherein old stores and old shoes 
are vended to whomsoever comes to buy. 
Apart from those shops that are devoted to 
the sale of second-hand furniture, very few 
of them have any definit style or class of 
wares. Of course, except the dealer in old 
prints and in rare books, whose business is, 
from its very character, far removed 
from the ordinary type of the resseller, as 
the second-hand dealer is called in Paris. 
Usually, these tempting shops display every 
class and variety of goods that enter into the 
use or adornment of a household. All the 
elegancies and ornaments of a lady’s ward- 
robe, for instance, may fill one window: 
robes of satin and velvet, ians of point-lace 
and mother-of-pearl, India shawls, cleaned 
gloves, battered hats with crushed feathers 
and faded ribbons, fine and half - 
worn undergarments, satin slippers, and 
Honiton handkerchiefs, ail blended in one 
bewildering chavs. The shoes of an opera- 
dancer are tangled up iu the lace of a Car- 
dinal’s robe, an ivory-bound prayer-book 
serves as a support for an inlaid box of cos- 
metics, a photograph album bound in 
plaques of malachite is half hidden under a 
pile of cambric sheets, and a carved crucifix 
reposes on a sofa-cushion of embroidered 
velvet, side by side with a broken opera- 
glass. Groups and figures in imitation Dres- 
den, and plates in supposed old Rouen, con- 
tend for admiration in the other window with 
trinkets set with pale blue sapphires, 
flawed diamonds, discolored pearls, or dingy 
opals. In these windows may be read 
story of half of vanished fash- 
ions of fifty years back. Here be the 
oods and the gauds that were in vogue 
uring the First Empire and in the days of 
Louls Philippe; clocks in black gilt 
adorned with — 2 — theatrical person- 
ages of classical antiquity in gilt bronze, 
heavily gilt and clumsy-looking porcelain 
with hideously painted landscapes or histor- 
ical scenes set amid the gilding: soapy-look- 
ing cameo brooches, or other still worse set 
with coarse Roman mosaics representing 
St. Peter's or the tomb of Cecilia Metella: 
pictures carved out ot alabaster, and long 
spindly-looking vases in marble; such are 
some of the spoils of old Parisian dwell- 
ings and old provincial chateaux 
come to find an abiding place in Paris 
ut last. lLleannot fancy who can buy these 
oy The pitchers, and clocks, and china 
might find a purchaser, perhaps, but what 
woman in her sober senses would ever con- 
sent to clasp at her throat one of those 
dreadful trinkets? The old-fashioned sil- 
verware on the other hand has a quaint at- 
tractiveness about it: it has its cachet, as the 
French say, in its stiff and prim simplicity. 
These shops are largely supplied from the 
spolls ef the demi-monde. The fair and fast 
ladies that people that mysterious realm 
are continually getting into difficulties, hav- 
ing their wardrobes and furniture seized and 
being sold out by their creditors. Or el 
being hard-up for money, they dispose o 
their possessions en masse for about one- 
fifth of their cost. One may often see in 
these shops elegant dresses that have been 
worn, at the most, once or twice; slippers, 
glasses, and stockings that never have — 
worn at all; uncut dress goods, side by side 
with ivory hair-brushes marked with a con- 
spicuous and well-known monogram, or 
and china equally rendered less salable 
y the same noted combination of initials. 
The china toilet-set of the late Adelaide Neil- 
son, for instance, ever 
her monogram, encircled ‘with wreaths of 
roses, formed for a long timé the chief orna- 
ment of a bric-a-brac shop on the Rue du 4 
Septembre. The curtains of gold-woven 
India cashmere, that royal and noble hands 
have so often pushed aside when they 
draped the drawing-room door of a certain 
famous Parisian actress, are growing 
dusty and dingy now in another such es- 
tablishment on the Rue de Provence. Nor 
are — yng and high finance shut out from 
furnishing their quota to the plenishing of 
these chaotic precincts. Baron Oppenheim's 
famous clock, the duplicate of the one now 
owned by Mr. George W. Childs, a figure of 
a woman holding a pendulum and standing 
on a lotty pedestal, went from one of these 
establishments to adorn a princely mansion 
in one of the Western States. I know where 
Queen Christina’s dining-room suite in satin 
and gold is to be found, and the wedding 
neckiace in pearls with an emerald 
and diamond clasp that Napoleon IIL 
ve to the fairest bride that with- 
n the last thirty years has ascended a Euro- 
an throne. know, too, who has for sale 
o Russia sable mantle, the giving of which 
to a French actress caused the downfall of a 
ussian diplomat, and the scarf of Spanish 
lace that Mme. Musard bought when 
Queen Isabella found it too dear. Some- 
where among these shops are hidden the 
great turquoises that were borrowed for an 
evening’s wear by acertain fast Parisian dame 
from a Roumanian magnate, and which 
somehow or other miraculously disappeared 
never were heard of more. 1 
know the narrow little warehouse amid 
whose gloom tower high iu the air the gi- 
gantic malachite vases that were manufact- 
ured in Russia for Prince Demidoff, and 
which took the prize at the Universal Expo- 
sition. I know, too, where are the malachite 
foilding-doors of the San Donato Palace shut 
in a wealth of cobwebbed tapestries and 
dusty chairs. I can lay my hand, figura- 
tively the service of antique 
Delft that the King of Holland suffered an 
American adventuress to carry off from one 
of his minor palaces. N 
It the walls and Counters of tnese shops 
could speak, what tales might they not tell 
of splendors, that, reversing the generally 
imagined order of things, have swept 
through the salons of the Quartier Breda be- 
fore they went to adorn those pf the Fau- 
bourg St. Germain. There is ny an ele- 
gant and aristocratic Parisian lady, whose 
purse is narrower than her social aspirations, 
and who does not hesitate to replenish her 
wardrobe from the establishments on the 
Rue de _ Provence, Many of these 
houses have their regular cliniéle, that 
have the retusal of any eligible purchase be- 
fore it is exhibited among the stock. Nor is 
the demi-monde the only source of supply. 
French waiting-maids, attached to erealth 
families, receive their mistresses’ cast-o 
zowns as their perquisits, and those gar-

hand dresses are termed. 
And what dreadful creatures they are for 
the most part, these venders of old desses 
and of bSic-a-brac! One is seized with an 
involuntary shudder on looking at the 
countenances of a group of them ata 
wardrobe sale at the Hotel Drouot.

Articles are 
to be bought at these shops at one-third 
less than they can be supplied by first hands. 
Sometimes they can be — at less than 
half their original value, and such quaint and 
beautiful things as one may pick up in 
wandering among the treasures of these es- 
tablishments, Louis XIV. bureaus, and First 
Empire bedroom sets, inlaid with strips of 
shining brass, and tables and cabinets of old 
Dutch marquetrie, and chairs covered with 
old tapestry or with faded brocade, and carved 
chests, and settees, and cabinets of dark wood, 
and dinner-services of Sévres china, and other 
enchanting objects too numerousto mention; 
and then the delight of coming across a gen- 
uine bargain, an odd chair in marvelous 
carving, or a Sévres vase with a crack in it; 


ora group in genuine old Saxe, with a leg or 


an arm broken off here and there and skill- 
fully restored and all offered for a mere 


song. 
The connoisseur in antiquities may also 
occasionally pick up a genuine and valuable 
curiosity among the hoards of the old bric- 
a-brac shops. But the days are past of such 
extraordinary “ finds” as was of the col- 
lector Sauvegeot, when he discovered amid 
the contents of a box of old iron that-cias 
ana chain of an escarelle of the sixteent 
century, which now figures among the an- 
tiquities in the Museum of the Louvre. The 
keepers of such shops by reason of the pre- 
vailing rage for bric-a-brac, have become ed- 
ucated up to the requirements of their busi- 
ness, and cheap and genuine antiquities are 
now as undiscoverable as are really valuable 
books amid tattered roc dis- 
played for sale along the risian 
quays. Yet I knew of one case where- 
in smelling-bottle of gold and sil- 
ver, worth $50, was purchased at a second- 
and shop on the Rue de Provence for 
The costly toy was of American 
origin, and tne shopkeeper undoubtedly 
imagined it to be a combination of 
plated ware and gilding.

To expedite the work 
we are sending organizers out for the pur- 
pose ot verbally explaining the provisions 
and technicalities of the act, and stimulating 
the farmers to the performance of their share 
of the duty which the erection better 
dwellings for their laborers entails upon the 
whole community. 
The Laborers’ Dwellings act is by no means 
a final settlement of the laborers’ queswon;

The foulest blot upon our lovely Irish land- 
scapes has long been the horrible, smoky, 
dirty, and miserable-lookma dens in which 
our laborers and small cottiers have been 
doomed to reside.

The 
complete overthrow of power, so long 
and so mercilesly exercised, will be the ap- 
pearance of an Ireland of new habitations, 
no longer a disgrace to civilization. 
THE NATIONAL LEAGUE LN GREAT BRITAIN. 
A telegram received from Leeds, where a 
convention of delegates, representing En- 
lish and Scotch branches, is in session, in- 
ormed me of the result of the only important 
business which the convention assembled to 
transact. I regret that this result amoun 
to a virtual abandonment of the English a 
Scotch auxiliary wings of the Irish National 
League. Two motions, dealing with the 
future government of the league in Great 
Britain, were before the convention. One 
roposed that the English Scotch 
ranches should communicate with and form 
part of the National League in Ireland, in- 
—1 of being under the control of a London 
executive, as heretofore—a control which 
created such an amount of dissatisfaction 
that the organization of the league in 
Great Britain has been almost administered 
out of existence in consequence of 
its incapacity. ‘To remedy this state of 
affairs it was proposed that the branches 
should be governed from Dublin by the cre- 
ation of a special department for that pur- 
pose in the central offices in Sackville street. 
This appears to have been the almost unani- 
mous desire of the members of the Euglish 
and Scotch branches. Like the men in 
America, Australia, and Canada who are 
helping usin this dual fight for free land 
and free rule, the Irishmen of England and 
Scotland look to the metropolitan city of Ire- 
land for guidance in the National-League 
movement. Dublin, not London, is with 
them the centre of national unity. The gov- 
erament of the National ue is, in its 
way, the virtual governinent of a national 
Ireland and its seat is here, at home, and not 
in the seat of the British Empire, London. 
These considerations, and the idea of “home 
rule“ which are embodied in them, have 
weighed with the members of the English 
and Scotch branches, and the motion wpich 
was brought before the convention in Leeds 
today was the outcome of these views. 
THE PARLIAMENTARY CAUCUS WINS. 
This motion was opposed by one emanating 
from the Irish Parliamentary party, which 
propesed that the entire government and di- 
rection of the Naticnal League of Great 
Britain should be vested in a committe, er- 
clusively Composed of members of the Irish 
Parliamentary party!

BOSTON GOSSIP. 


Some Account of the Handsome Things 
at the Foreign Exhibition. 


The Japanese Department a Marvel of 
Beauty and Taste. 


Mrs. Julia Ward Howe's Life of Margaret 
Puller, and Its Salient Points. 


t-Minded Clergyman—Boston Clubs Be- 
ginning to Meet—Political Notes. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 11.—[Speclal Corre- 
spondence.]—The Foreign Exhibition has a 
vast advantage over the domestic one in the 
absence of patents. This country is perfect- 
ly everrun with patents until everything 
from a shoe-nail to a church-tower is hedged 
about, covered over, protected, and repro- 
tected, aud the result of the display of all 
these contrivances at the N. E. M. & M. 
Fair is a bewildering impression that the 
visitor has strayed into a lunatic asylum. 
Here is a man clapping to and fro a patent 


blind, there a woman opening and shutting a 


patent parlor bed with a wearisome repeti- 
tion until one wishes she would shut herself 
up inside it. Here is adoor continually 
swinging open and closed again to display a 
patent fastening; there a patent jointed book- 
case is taken apart and put together again; 
while yonder it is a bassinet, which 
a bedraggied female jerks up and 
down or back and $ forth. At the 
foreign exhibition one is relieved from the 
sight of these-dreadful automatic exhibiters. 
If the world abroad depends upon letters 
patent as we do, they at least keep these 
things in the background and show produc- 
tions interesting in themselves or for their 
workmanship, and not simply for their in- 


genuity. 
THE JAPANESE EXHIBIT. 

The Japanese exhibit is the most popular 
and the most extensive, although scarcely 
the most effective, in the foreign exhibition. 
It o¢cupies almost one entire side gallery. 
with much of thé floor of the main hall un- 
derneath, and is thronged with curious vis- 
itors even when other departments are al- 
most desolate. It is so cut up into sections, 
however, partly by the conformation of the 
building and partly by the arrangements of 
the various exhibiters, that one nowhere gets 
a wide sweep or any view which gives an im- 
pression of it as a whole. It is chiefly, of 
course, china, bronzes, and lacquers, and 
some exquisit specimens are shown. A 
pair of blue and white porcelain vases 
between five and six feet high are 
the biggest things of their kind 
in the fair, if not in the country, while the 
lacquer-work is marvelously beautiful. I 
spare you the scores of pages of description 
in which I might indulge of ivory monkeys, 
wonderfully life-like in a lacquer screen; of 
fat-paunched bronzes, in a cross-legged, 
bronzen state; of ravishing flights of thin- 
necked storks or processions of heavy tor- 
toises over transparent china or wonderful- 
ly-embroidered silk: of, in short, all those 
fascinating beauties of Japanese art which 
you can read about in every work on Japan 
and every account of Oriental travel. I 
would tell you about “the finest, rarest, 
and most curious work of A. B. Ya, Y. 
Teuhouchi,” to show that I copied that in- 
scription from a gorgeous sign, but it was so 
very like that of the next firm with an equal- 
ly unpronouncable name that it is hardly 
worth while. A «great many articles are 
marked “ sold,” which is undoubtedly a very 
pleasant thing for the exhibiters, although it 
exercises an aggravating influence over the 
mind of him who would’ be an eAger pur- 
chaser but for pecuniary restrictions. 

The most sold-out ticketed department in 
the whole fair, however, is the carpet-room of 
a London firm. ‘Their rugs are luscious, but 
so are their prices; yet rugs ticketed all the 
way from $500 to $2,000, o 1 one or 
two instances more than — ed 
“sold” with a uniformity which takes one’s 
breath away. It is noticeable as an indica- 
tion of the direc of popular taste—of 
popular esthetic taste, that is—that these En- 
giish rugs, with their snbdued, artistically 
combined hu are bought for more than 
the genuine Oriental goods which are their 
inspiration. ‘To my thinking it is not wholly 
a credit to the taste of the buyers either. It 
cannot be a matter of economy, for prices, 
where they vary, are rather heavier on the 
London fabrics.

‘The forthcoming vol- 
ume will contain the first published vocabu- 
lary of the Passamaquoddy, a circumstance 


which in itself will make it of espe- 
cial value and significance to  phil- 
ologists, and in addition many ¢éu- 


rious facts of the traditions and customs 
of these remnants of the red men.

A., giving her a number of curious and rare 
relies, silver ornaments, and a string of wam- 
pum which was made as a treaty between 
a couple of the tribes of Acadia. Wampum, 
your readers may or may not be aware, has 
to the initiated a literal significance not un- 
like picture-writing, and among the Indians 
in Maine there are still a few veterans who 
retain the seeret of interpreting it. These 
wise men meet annually to go over all the 
wampum preserved and to provide for the 
transmission of the art to the following gen- 
eration.

FRENCH ROYALTY. 


Dissatisfaction of Certain Adherents 
of the Comte de Paris. 


His Micawber-Like Polley Not Relished 
by Some of the Officeseekers. 


Devotion of the Oount de Chambord’s 
Adherents— The Republic 
Popular. 


Paris, Oct. 5.— ISpeclal Correspond- 
ence, |—The reactionary wiseacres who spec- 
ulated on the Comte de Chambord’s death as 
on & contingency that would, beyond all 
doubt, cement the union of the royalist fac- 
tions and hasten the advent of the monarchy 
have been sadly and bitterly disappointed. 
The Comte de Paris, on whose shoulders 
the Pretender’s “regal” mantle has fallen, 
is already condemned by advanced Royalists, 
who sneer at what they call his “overpru- 
dence,” and are quite dissatisfied with his 
silent and do-nothing policy. Even many 
old Orleanists shrug their shoulders and be- 
come visibly impatient when the Count’s 
name is mentioned in conversation and the 
prospects of his ever mounting the French 
throne are discussed. According to them, 
the Prince seems to be a hopeless case as far 
as practical energy is concerned. He whiles 
away his summer and autumn dreaming day- 
dreams at Trouville, and thinking more of 
the beauty of crested waves and the majesty 
of cliff and shore than of the “ duty” (sic) 
he owes the country that appeals to him for 
deliverance, and should never appeal in vain! 
The othér seasons of the year are spent by 
him in much the same idle and frivolous 
fashion. He either hunts in the forest of 
Chantilly or contributes learned articles on 
his family’s checkered past to the columns of 
the Revue des Deux Mondes, like his uncle 
of the academy, the Due d’Aumale. The 
great defect in the Prince is, accord ins to these 
friendly critics of his, that he writes History 
instead of making it. They are most anxious 
that he should at once emerge from his soll- 
tude and issue a manifesto, putting forward 
his claim to his grandfather’s royal preroga- 
tives, encouraging all nis followers to action, 
and proclaiming the death-knell of the Re- 
public, but the Pretender is a shrewd, keen, 
and discerning politician, and he knows full 
well that it would be as easy for him to 
quench the sunlight in the heavens as to kill 
the Republic by a few glazing phrases signed 
by some such pretentious royal title as 
“Philippe VIL” and placarded on the dead 
walls of the country. 

Besides, his Majesty en embryo loves 
Paris and Chantilly’s beauteous forests too 
well to run the risk of perhaps being forever 


deprived of the sight of both by issuing such a 
foolish pronunelamento. The Prince, in fact, 
has no particular ill-will to the present form 
of government. Neither he nor his family 
would be one-tenth part so “ well off” were 
it not for the 1 T that reinstated mem 
in the property of which they were deprived 
by the late Napoleon III. If the Comte de 


Paris had not been what is known as the 


“head of the House of France,“ and for 
ears since the inheritor of the Comte de 
hambord’s power and privileges (whatever 

that power“ and those privileges“ might

he circumstances of his birth and other 
events have placed him in his present posi- 
tion, and the surroundings, amid which he 
has lived ever since he came to the use of 
reason, have created and nurtured in hima 
vague hope that he mightat some future day 
sit on the throne and guide the déstinies of 
his country. lle is in well-informed circles 
even credited with the intention of renotine- 
ing all his so-calied claims if the Senate and 
Chamber of Deputies would only elect him 
to the Presidency: but, as France knows to 
her cost what use the Presidency is usually 
devoted to by ambitious pretenders, there is 
no likelihood whatever of Louis Philippi’s 
grandson being the successor, immediate or 
otherwise, of M. Jules Grévy. <As far as I 
can learn the Comte de Parisis determined 
not to violate by any act or word of his the 
hospitality extended by the Republic to his 
family and himself. He means to bide’ his 
time till the psychological moment arrives 
when France, torn asunder by internal dis- 
sensions and all but laid desolate by the ra- 
pacity of the Republicans—so runs the aris- 
tocratic jargon of the hour—will. fly tochim 
for protection, and will find in his arms that 
peace and prosperity she never enjoyed since 
she ruthlesly flung his grandfather from 
her in the mad and stormy epoch of 1848, The

these circumstances it is no wonder that 
many of the Orleanists themselves should, 
as I have said, shrug their shoulders impa- 
tiently when chattering on their prospects. 
Some of the older members of the party, 
such as the Duke de Broglie, are gradualiy 
losing ail bope of ever again tasting the 
sweets of office—in this world at least—fondly 
expecting in their doting old age that they 
will be awarded a Chancellorship of the Ex 
chequer or a Premiership in some other 
happy and less Republican sphere.

Another side of the question worthy of ex- 
amination is the amount of aid and sympathy 
that the Count ae Paris may expect from 
the Legitimists, or, in other words, from 
trose who followed the fortunes of the late 
Count de Chambord.

In addition to this the pr nciples of 
the Orleans family were never OF any means 
those of urbon, Louis Philippe 
never called himself X King of France,“ as 
the Louis and Henris#of the past used to 
do, nor did he ever assert that he ruled the 
nation by “right divine.”

He would stand in mute con- 
templation, resting on his silver-mounted 
stick, awaiting the exit of passengers, 
each of whom as he filed out became the ob- 
ect of the mysterious visitor’s anxious seru- 
ny. When the last of the voyageurs had 
been lost in the distance, and the door was 
oneé more locked, the old man would heave 
a sigh and retrace his steps sorrowfully 


homeward, only to return following 
day and go through the same pantomime— 
with the same result! Eventually the ecuri-. 


osity of the railway porters could be re- 
strained no longer, and one of them asked 
him why it was he was always coming pre- 
sumably to look for a friend, and why he 
was invariably disappointed.

would be only too proud of being one of his 
body-guard, and he might have suqceeded in 
mounting the throne of his ancestors. ut 
he was of too kindly and generous a nature, 
and a far too mildly mannered man to force 
himself at the bayouet’s point ar cannon’s 
mouth on his countrymen, and he fondly 
cherished the belief that “one fine day or 
other” France would recall him from his 
voluntary exile and rewara his perseverance 
and patience with a royal sceptre. Death 
evertook him before he became convinced 
that such a belief was a splendid fantasm of 
the imagination—an illusion which could 
never become a reality. 

‘There is an old M the man who 
thinks he can foretell political destinies 
of France is either a knave or a fool. Yet, 
at the risk of being included in either cate- 
gory, many cool impartial people have 
long since come to the conciusion that 
royalty will never again gain the ascendant 
in the country. France, it is observed, is too 
strongly wedded to republican ideas to cut 
the cable and drift off once more into a re- 
actionary monarchy. The Republic of the 
last century was overpowered by the daz- 
ziing genius of Napoleon, and by his soul- 
stirring victories on the Continent of Europe;

The “Ins” of Disordered Matrimonial Life 
Which Lead to Estrangements, “ Outs,” 
and Final Separation. 


At 10 o’clock yesterday morning Judge 
Gardner’s court-room was well filled with 
those who were anxious to have severed the 
marital knots which bound them to others, 


that beat as one would in several cases sep- 
arate and go around beating on their own 
hook. During the morning session twelve 
cases were heard and decreés were granted 
in eleven of them. In the afternoon three 
cases were tried and decrees were granted in 
all of them. The too free use of ardent 
liquors played a prominent part in every 
case, and the stories told by the com- 
plainants bristied with aggravating 
cruelties and sob-inducing desertions. 
“Many of the fair and tearful ones had 
been fired out upon the storm-tossed waves 
of a cruel, unfeeling world by heartless 
* nubbies,” and, although their respective de- 
crees did not point out to them any particu- 
lar harbor, they all seemed to be haopy to get 
them. Only a few of the cases tried are in- 
teresting enough to merit especial mention. 

THE CASE OF O’CONNER. 

Michael Mack O’Conner prayed for a legal 
separation from Sarah 0’Conner, to 
whom he had been married in August, 1876, 
in Massachusetts. She had left him in July, 
1877, without apparent cause, but had re- 
turned to him, at his request, in November 
of the same year. One day when he was at 

Work she sold all the furniture, called at the 
shop, and told him she was going away. He 
took her to the devot and said she had bet- 
ter go if she could not rest contented 
with him. He thought she was affected with 
a mild form of insanity, and believed her 
mother had too mucl influence over her. 
Judge Gardner ordered the case dismissed, 
saying that he could not grant a divorce on 
such testimony, and Michael went forth fet- 
tered as he had come. :

Testimony to Show the Insanity of a 
President's Widow. 
Burr AL o. N. Y., Oct. 10.—The contested 
will case of ex-President Fillmore’s widow 
was resumed today. Flamen B. Candler and 
Charles H. Brush, of the law firm of Van 
Winkle, Candler & Jay, of No. 50 Wall 
street, New York City, and A. S. Lamb. of 
Lamb & Johnson, of Brookly, appeared fo 
the New Yous claimanta. . 

John J. Jamison, coachman for President 
Fillmore, testified as follows: After 1877 I 
noticed a great change in Mrs. Fillmore’s 
manner. 
be very kind, and at other times she would 
rave and shout: My God, my God! 
Is there a God in Heaven or earth?’ 
One morning she asked: What is that, 
John?’ Nothing, Mrs. Fillmore,’ I replied. 
* Yes, there isa devil there looking at me.’ 
She looked wild and her eyes flashed. Some 
times she would exclaim: ‘My God! M 
God!’ and walk rapidly across the floor wit 
hands towards the ceiling. She treated cail- 
ers kindly, but after they had gone would 
abuse them. She seemed to grow worse and 
worse. She used to say that folks cameto 
see her to pick the goose. Once while 
driving she screamed and punched me in the 
back, shouting: Do you want to kill me by 
driving over these huge rocks” I said there 
were no rocks. She said shecould drive bet- 
ter than I, and I got up and threw the lines‘at 
her and told ber to drive herseif. Sometimes 
you could hear her seream three blocks 
away. Once she said she wished she could 
have a ten-acre lot to scream in. She said 
she wished, she had:the strength of an ox, 
and that God had made her a man instead of 
a woman, so she might rule and take care of 
her own things, without anyman or woman 
near her.”’

the Present City Saloon Li- 
censes Argued. 


Messrs. Adams and Winston Appear for 
Drake and the City, and Bonney 
and High for the State. 


The Defense Olaims that a Judgment of 
Ouster Will Not Lie—The Case 
Taken under Advisement. 


After Judge Anthony had disposed of his 
ordinary business yesterday morning he was 
confronted by Corporation-Counsel Adams, 
Assistant-Corporation-Counsel Winston, J. 
L. High, and C. C. Bonney, counsel in the 
quo-warranto case involving the validity of 
the present city saloon licenses. 

Judge Anthony said the case had been 
transferred to Judge Smith by agreement, 
and was not before him. 

Mr. Bonney replied that Judge Smith had 
refused to hear it. 

Mr. High remarked all were quite anx- 
fous to have the demurrer disposed of and 
get ready to go into the Appellate Court as 
soon as possible. 

Mr. Bonney hoped his Honor would hear 
the gentlemen on the question of jurisdiction. 

Mr. High said the merits were not to be 
gone into. ‘ 

Mr. Adams remarked that it was imme- 
terial to them what Judge heard the demur- 
rer. They were ready to go before any one 
and argue it. 

The court finally decided to listen. 

MR. WINSTON. 

Mr. Winston opened the argument. He 
said an information in quo warranto had 
been filed by the Attornéy-General against 
John B. Drake, proprietor of the Grand Pa- 
cific, who had a license from the city 
to sell liquor—a license issued to him in 
June which the quo warranto undertook to 
say was informal and void. Upon the in- 
formation being filed Mr. Drake called upon 
the city to defend him, claiming that the city 
had issued him this license, he had paid his 
money for it, and was entitled to protection. 
The City Law Department upon examining 
into the matter came to the conclusiom that 
this was nota proper proceeding to test the 
validity of its license. While they repre- 
sented Mr. Drake trey did not forget that 
they also represented the city, and recog- 
nized that this case without a precedent was 
fraught with great danger to the municipal- 
ity, subjecting all licenses to attack 
in this manner. They also recog- 
nized the danger of allowing the State 
officers, actuated perhaps by politica! motives, 
to interfere in this way with a city whose 
politics might be different from theirs, 
Every one who took outa license, whatever 
might be its character, if it was covered by 
the Quo Warranto act was liable to have his 
license forfeited and to a fine of not exceed- 
ing $25,000. It was the policy of cities to keep 
in their own hands the prosecution of offenses 
against their ordinances and the enfvurce- 
ment of their ordinances. The city filed a 
demurrer, which was confined simply to the 


int that no license issued by the city could 
Se tested under the Quo Warranto act. 

Mr. Winston then tack'ed a pile of law 
books, and, when he had read from halt a 
dozen, he said that his point was that by the 


word “license” in Sec. 1 of the statute 
was meant such a license as came 
within See. 6—-one which conferred 


a franchise, and that such a license, and that 
alone, was included within the Quo-Warranto 
act. A liquor license, a dog license, a swill- 
cart license were not the licenses meant, 
The whole history of the Quo-Warranto act 
was the usurpation of a franchise or an 
office; and it was against its spirit to include 
=e any such thing as a license issued by the 
C y. 
ease at bar. The only one provided for was 
ouster from the office, ouster from the fran- 
chise, or fine for the abuse of the franchise. 
Several Supreme Court decisions were read 
to show that a saloon license was not a fran- 
chise. Suppose,“ said Mr. Winston, Mr. 
Drake didn't sell auy liquor under his 
license, or s claret or champagne, and not 
Sauterne and sherry—a non-user of his alleged 
franchise—would the court fine him 825, 
000 ? That was the test. At common law 
a license issued by the city could not be in- 

uired into by proceedings in quo warranto. 
There could be no question about that. 
did not confer a franchise or an office; hence 
there could be no judgment in such a case 
unless it be provided for by the statute; and 
the only possible judgment here was ouster, 
The defendant Drake had no office or fran- 
chise. He had acquired certain property 
rights under the city license, and the court 
had no power to summarily deprive him of 
those rights in the absence of authority con- 
ferred by the statute. There was an adequate 
mode of proceeding to test the validity of 
licenses issued by ‘the city—by indictment in 
the Criminal Court. Quo warranto would 
only lie where the people of the State 
had an interest in the matter. They had 
no interest in a local regulation of Chicago 
made by its Legislature. Mr. Winston pro- 
tested against attacking aeeity ordinance by 
a collusive suit. 


MR. HIGH. 
Mr. High urged that the information at 
common law and under the Statute of Anne 
(part of the law of Lilinois) was employed 
for purposes far different from the ouster of 
an incumbent of afranchise. The Quo-War- 
ranto act was amended in 1881, and the in- 
formation extended to licenses, the word li- 
cense in the act being used in the sense in 
which it was commoniy understood, as con- 
ferring of a privilege by some officer, board, 
or municipality intrusted with the power to 
grant it. He saw no culty in the way of 
enforcing a judgment of ouster in the case, 
y provided by

cific, and exhaustive. No judgment 
of ouster could be rendered in that proceed- 
. The stringency of the common law as 
to the interest of the people had been relaxed 
in modern times. The information was 
brought in their name because the law re- 
uired it.

Licenses to sell liquor were the s 
cific licenses intended to be covered, and ~ a 
all other licenses. A double safeguard would 
prevent the filing of informatiou—the assent 
of the Attorney-General or State’s-Attorney 
and the permission of the court. As to the 
remedy suggested, the civil court would pass 
on the law, while in the criminal proceeding 
the jury would do it. If there was any ques- 
tion in which the people of the State were 
interested it was the liquor question—the 
enforcement of the statute aimed at the re- 
pression of the evil. It was the pol- 
icy of the State, as shown dy the 
enlargement of the Quo-Warranto and Man- 
damus act—and it was the greatest need of 
the day so far as city governments were con- 
cerned—to hold municipal officers to the re- 
quirements of the law.

A Brisk Northeast Gale. 

All day yesterday the wind was blowing & 
brisk gale from the northeast. At 1 o’clock in 
the morning there was a moderate breeze, and 
alarge number of vessels left port, many of 
them bound for the lower lakes with grain car- 
goes. At 38 o'clock the wind freshened, and soon 
after developed into a furious blow. All of 
the vessels that srarted out during tho 
previous eveving ran back for shelter, 
and succeeded in gaining the outer ,gbarbor, 
where they cast anchor. A big fleet of lumber- 
laden craft and several large vessels with coal 
cargoes, also arrived. The lumber-market | 
yesterday was fairly crowded with vessels, and 
cargoes went off somewhat livelier than usual. 
In the afternoon and last evening arrivais were 
searce, nearly all of the down fleet having 
already got in. The tugs remained inside dur- 
ing the greater part of the day, not caring to 
venture out on tbe  storm-tossed lake 
unless in a case of necessitys Several tugs 
were stationed at the south breakwater to 
render assistance to vessels in distress, but were 
not needed. Despite the heavy winds and thick 
weather there were no accideats of a serious 
nature in this locality, although a good many 
lumber luggers came in leaking, and will have 
to undergo an overhauling in the dry-dock as 
soon as they are unloaded. The passenger 
steamers were all delayed. The Goodrich Line 
boat from Milwaukee was several hours behind 
time, and none of the steamers left last night. 
This is an unusual occurrence for the 
Goodrich ts, as they are very regu- 
lar in their trips, and itis good evidence 
of a severe storm when they are belated. The 
river also gave tokens of a big blow outside by 
rising about fourteen inches, and in some in- 
stances submerging the docks. re was also 
avery swift current runum at the rate of 
about six miles an hour, making navigation 
somewbat difficult and increasing the danger of 
collision, As usual, when a big fleet is in 
and particularily wben an unusual current fows 
through the river, there were several accidents 
to vessels. most serious damage 
was sustained by the sebooner R. P. Mason. 
Sbe was coming down the North Branch in tow 
ofatug. The schooner M. E. Tremble was 
bound up the river, and was also towed bya 
tug. At Ciybourn avenue bridge there was a 
collision. The Mason lost her mizzenmast and 
port rigging, and the Trembie had the point of 
ber jibboom broken off. The damage will cost 
some one about 5200. At Twelfth street bridge 
the steam-barge Wilds knocked the bowsprit out 
of the schooner Adirondack. While out on the 
lake the tug C. W. Parker fouled with the 
echooner which she had in tow and her smoke- 
stack raked off.

The Signal Service Has Amended the 
Ground-Hog Until the Future 
Is Plain. 


Winds That Are Most Likely to Be Fol- 
lowed by Rain or Snow in 
This Region. 


Language of the Olouds — Indications 
Given by Different Kinds of 
Animals. 


Proverbs That Have Long Since Passed into 
History—Philosophy of Many of 
Them. 

Weather prophets are busy just now mak- 
ing forecasts covering periods ranging from 
a few days to the entire winter. Perhaps at 
no period of the year is greater anxiety felt 
about the weather than at the present. When 
will it frost or freeze is a quesnon involving 
thousands of dollars. When will the au- 
tumnal gales begin to be felt with severity 
ou the lakes is a matter of life and death as 


well as money. There was a time 
when intelligent people believed that 
to foretell the weather twenty-four 


hours in advance was as impossible as to 
predict the combination of cards in a play- 
er's hands. They believed that weather 
forecasts were impossible, and a belief in 
signs tae evidence of ignorance and super- 
stition. Intelligent opinion has changed. 
instead of a disbelief of signs the public has 
become perhaps too ready to believe in signs 
and the predicuons of charlatan weather 
prophets. This revolution in public senti- 
ment has grown outof the establishing of 
the Government Signal Service and the of- 
ficial recognition of weather prediction as a 
practicability. The public has not, however, 
jearned to distinguish between the predic- 


tions made from known existing 
conditions in contagious regions 
made by the Signal Service and 


the guesses made without any observation 


or date wiiatever and generally covering 
remote periods of time. 
SIGNAL SERVICE DATA. 

Facts and figures show that 80 to 90 per cent 
of the signal service predictions are correct. 
At the same time the service has by observa- 
tion and the simple law of average discovered 
many of those conditions which antedate and 
consequently indicatestorms. Among other

by tests. 
THE CLOUDS. 

What has been done to test the indications 
of the wind directions as indicative of future 
weather has also been done with the cloud 
Sunset appearances, halos, aurora, and al 
the meteorological phenomena until a person 
skilled in the interpretation of all these in- 
dicahons can off the future weather 
with accuracy. eight or nine times out of ten. 
The Signal Service states, however, that 
“the ablest meteorologists of today, aided 
by the most perfect meteorological instru- 
ments and the result of years of accurate in- 
strumental observations, are still unable to 
give reliable forecasts of the weather for a 
longer period than two or three days, and 
r not longer than twenty-four 

rs. 


ANIMAL INDICATORS. 

Besides those phenomena manifested by 
Ne atmosphere with which the Signal Service 
as had to deal exclusively is another class, 
mbracing the whole range of animate and 
inanimate nature. It is by no means inocred- 
ible to suppose that an approaching storm 
may communicate itself by the conditions of 
atmosphere which it induces to the delicate 
and unerring instincts of the animal world 
before or as soon as it is denoted by the less 
sensitive instruments of man’s creation. How 
often the sense of approaching foul weather 
sends one to the barometer for a verification

Abbott, in a papet read before the 
Trenton Natural History Society in Feb- 
ruary lastet stated that he had 
kept a Careful record for over 
twenty years regarding the building of win- 
ter-houses by muskrats and the storing of 
nuts by squirrels, and found that they bore 
no relation whatever to the ensuing winter. 


SIGNS GIVEN BY

TITHE GOOSE-TONE, 

The bone sign is widely known and 
much belleved in: “If the breast-bone of a 
goose be red, or have many red spots in it, 
expect a cold and stormy winter.“ Thissign 
is perhaps the most popular of uny sign as to 
acoming winter. The relation of a goose 
breast-bone and the weather must at best be 
remote. Butif it be true that the bird is bet- 
ter feathered in advance of a bad winter It is 
not unreasonable to suppose that its whole 
anatomy is adjusted to the same scale. 
Martins appear when winter is broken. 
The hooting of owls indicate a change. 
Peacocks announce rain by their cries. 
Pigeons hurry home in advance of rain. 
Prairie-chickens come into the woods or sit 
on the ground with ruffled feathers in ad- 
vance Ofastorm. ‘The note of a quail in the 
evening indicates a fair day to follow. b- 
ins singing in the morning indicate rain. 
„When the roosters go crowing to bed they 
will rise with a watery head.” Insects man- 
ifest the effects of an impending storm. Ants 
raise their walls and are generally very busy; 
if onlow ground * mieraté to higher. 
Gnats bite; crickets: are lively; sparrows 
come out of their nests; bees remain near their 
hives and quit work early; “a bee was never 
caughtina shower’’: crickets sing louder 
when rain is coming; fleas bite eagerly; flies 
hang on tenaciously; fire-flies are seen in 
great numbers; glow-worms are plentiful; 
gossamers are abundant; and flies come into 
the house. Katydids cry three months and 
locusts six months, before frost. Spide 
strengthen their webs before rain. 

WHAT THE TREES SAY. 

When the ash leaves before the oak a wet 
season will ensue. The African marigold 
closes before the approach of a storm. The 
leaves of the aspen tremble in the calm pre- 
ceding a storm. When the bushes are full 
of berries a hard winteris on the way. The 
flowers of the chickweed contract before 
rain. Double corn husks indicate a severe 
winter. Frost soon follows brown cockle- 
burs. Early blossoms indicate a bad fruit 
year. When flowers are unusually odorous 
a storm is near. Fox-fire indicates cold. 
Frost was never known to catch the biack- 
berry or cockle-bur in bloom. It in the fall 
leaves show a disposition to cling to the tree 
a snowy winter is predicted. When the 
foliage of trees is full the winter will be 
cold. Nuts with a thick covering denote a 
hard winter, likewise thick onion skins, the 
peeling off from the sycamore tree of 
white bark. When the sunflower raises its 
head expect rain. The silver maple shows 
the lining of its leaves before a storm. The 
north side of trees covered with moss indi- 
cates cold weather. 

WEAK DAILY AND MONTHLY PROVERBS, 

Perhaps the most unreliable signs are those 
relating to months, weeks, and days. In re- 
gard to these, however, it should be borne in 
mind that in a great measure the weather au- 
justs itself—that a long dry sveil necessitates 
a long wet spell, etc. It is probable that the 
amount of moisture in the upper strata of 
the earth in the United States and the 
amount of vapor in the atmosphere is 
not greatly different from what it was 
100 years ago. A constant equalization 
has been goine on, notwithstanding the 
seeming capriciousuess of weather. 
While on general principles the theory of 
compensations is undoubtedly true, it is not 
necessarily true as regards weeks and 
months, so that proverbs that say “a Janu- 
ary thaw brings a July freshet,” ete., are not 
reliable.

What May Be Learned of Them

Although the broad facts from which his- 
tory is built may be found in the news col- 
umns of the press, yet it is to the advertising 
columns that the future historian must go 
for ample and correct information as to the 
social wants, customs, and peculiarities of 
the people. The advertising columns of such 
a journal as Tur SUNDAY TRIBUNE, if exam- 
ined with a phHosophic eye, form perhaps the 
most curious and interesting contributions 
to periodical literature. What the people 
wear and how they wear it, with all the 
varied vagaries of fashion; the houses they 
live in and how they are furnished and 
decorated; the businesses they follow; the 
aniusements they seek; the patent decoctions 
they swallow; the servants they have and 
their condition: how they travel by land and 
sea: what they want and what they waht to 
get rid of, with all the varied forms and 
phases of socjal life, are all plainly set forth 
and illustrated in the advertising columns, 
DOMESTIC SERVANTS. 

The difference existing between the social 
customs of different countries may be 
learned in the same manner. Perhaps the 
most striking difference between English and 
American newspaper advertisements is in 
that class which relates to domestic servants, 
The first notices which strike the eye in the 
English papers under the head of “ Situa- 
tions vacant” are those offering 
inducements to young women to em- 
grate as domestic servants to Australia 
and New Zealand. Free passages to New 
Zenland and passages almost free to Aus- 
tralia, good treatment on the journey, and 
immediate employment at wages ranging 
from $100 to $200 per annum are the main 
points in these offers. These passages are 
paia fur by the Colonial Governments, The 
domestic servants in England seem to be dl 
vided into numerous distinct classes, be- 
tween which the lines are drawn in a manner 
comparatively unknown In America, One 
pare of the London Times gives the follow- 
ng leading classifications, each class having 
its own schedule of wages and peculiar stip- 
ulations: Head nurses, under nurses, ladies’ 
maids, parior maids, uppere housemaids, 
under housemalds, housekeepers, thorough 
cooks, plain cooks, head laundry-malds, sec- 
ond laundry-maida, first kitchen-malds, sec- 
ond kitehen-maids, soullery-malds, butle 
indoor male servants, first footmen, secon 
footmen, first coachmen, second coachmen, 
and grooms, grooms, gardeners, 
and waiters. 

THE BEER RATION. 

Various things Incidentally appear in these 
advertisements which strike an American 
as peculiar—for example: the fact that a spe- 
cified quantity of beer is served out daily to 
servants in England as grog used to be to 
seamen; that bread, as a@ rule, is purchased 
at the bakeries instead of being baked at 
home, even where professional opens are 
kept: that boot-cleaning is a regu! of 
A female servant’s duties, and so on. 
following sentences, clipped at random from 
a column of Wants,” will illustrate this: 
(Nurses) “Must be a communicant and 
churchwoman’”; Half-a-crown weekly al- 
lowed instead of beer“; Must not object to 
clean the nursery”; “One year’s rsonal 
character required“; “Must ciean her own 
bedroom“; Must de total abstainer” ; Must 
be careful’’; ** Wages $150, beer inclusive“; 
Personal character * t be member 
the Church of England“; (Cooks) Must be 
early riser’’; Able to bake bread preferred ”’ ; 
“Must have one year’s character“; “ No 
followers.allowed”; Must understand en- 
trées and have character”: “ No beer.” It 
is in the advertisements for situations, how- 
ever, that the peculiar caste classifications of 
the English down-stairs aristocracy most 
plainly appear. Almost every upper house- 
maid” stipulates for a place where men- 
servants, or at least a man-servant, are kept. 
In one instance in a page ot the London 
Times of about two weeks ago from which 
all this information has been gathered, one 
housemaid solicits a place single-handed,” 
but such a case seems to be very exceptional. 
Another housemaid advertises that she 
has one year and seven months’ char- 
acter’’—her career prior to date 
is presumably shrouded in mystery, while 
the character of the “character” is also 
lett a matter of some doubt. Characters 
seem to range from six months up to ten 
years. in a few cases a plain notice of per- 
sonal character —age unstated—is given. 
The wages required is stated in the - 
of cases, generally with the addénduin “al 
found,” while occasionally “beer money 
is stipulated for, so there shall be no misun- 
derstanding about it. The traditions of the 
kitchen show that a proper aud discriminat- 
ing taste in the matter of r isan indis 
pensable accomplishment:

WConsequently it would be a dreadful thing 
for Sally to find herself suddenly ship- 
wrecked upon a total-abstinence family. 

NO PLACE TO Str. 

The difficulty with “ ladies’ maids,” how- 
ever, seems to be not so much r 

uestion as the question of where they shall 
sit,“ though this matter is not so strongly 
illustrated in the advertis columns. T 
persons are usually too “high” for the 
‘servants sitting- room“ —an institution pe- 
culiarly H h—and not quite “ high ”’ 
enough family parior, therefore they 
must either have a parlor of their own or be 
obliged to move their idle time away in the 


seciusion of their oon boudoirs. The only 
other animal known be so afflicted 
about where to “sit” is a hen, and 


t is only periodical and not 
a chronic trouble. Tnese females are known 
to have rather strong literary incjinatigns as 
a class—indeed, social history of En- 
land gives them the credit of creating that 
ondrous demand for mawkish love novel- 
ets of the Bow Bells“ and “ Young La- 
dies’ Journal” type, which are, as it were, 
the feminine counterparts of the dime he- 
role novels, such as “ Ro Ralph or the

MALE 8ERVANTS. 

The kitchenmaids have also their 
stipulations, most of them decidedly refus- 
ing any place where a scullerymaid is not 
kept. So also the butlers stipulate for places 
where “footmen,” or “one or more foot- 
men.“ or“ footman ahd a boy,” or two 
livery servants” are kept. The footmen in 
their turn stipulate te be “first where two 


are kept,” or “first or second where 
three are kept.“ The hight of 
footmen is alwa stated, 


in some cases the weight, one describing 
himself as “5 ft. 11 in.: 12 st. 7 Ibs.,“ or 175 
pounds. The measurement of the calves, 
though an important matter, is not stated; 
but generally whereN ature fails in this 
matter art steps in with a remedy in the 
form of sawdust.

REFORM IN NASHVILLE. 


The Citizens’ Tleket Carried After a 
Most Exciting Coutest, 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct, 11.—The election 
for Mayor and ten Councilmen under the 
new system of government resulted in favor 
of the Citizens’ Reform ticket. which has a 
majority of probably 1,500 against the Demo- 
cratic ticket, The contest was the niost ex- 
citing in the history of the city, and tonight 
bonfires are blazing and the streets are filled 
with thousands of enthusiastic citizens, 
’ The Reform ticket was co mposed of biacks 
and whites, Democrats and Republicans, 
and party lines were obliterated, It was the 
first time in the history of the City Govern- 
ment, since the negroes were invested with 
citizenship, that whites and blacks were 
united, axpayers are jubilant over the 
taking of municipal affairs trom “ boss” 
rule and the corruption of the ward system. 
Intense interest was manifested during the 
day, but there were no disturbances. 
ay’s election was the result of a move- 
ment un more than a year ago by a num- 
ber of the best citizens of Nashville, who 
felt the necessity for a decidéd reformation 
in the administration of municipal affairs. 
These gentlemon drafted a bill embodying 
the provisions considered necessary to in- 
sure a better Government and subinitted it 
to the Legislature accompanied by a poet 
‘tion for its passage bearing 4,000 signatures. 
The anti-Reformers endeavored to defeat the 
bill, but were unsuccessful, as the measure

ART AND ARTISTS. 


A Critic Criticised. 

Cao, Oct. 8.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
—The notice of Mr. F. R. Green’s picture of 
“The Death of Juliet“ in your issue of last 
Thursday seems to do some injustice to the 
work, though no doubt your writer was 
actuated by the fairest and friendliest feei- 
ing toward the picture and the artist. But 
there were several statements of opinion in 
the article which, as they were frankly 
stated, may be as frankly combated. 

In the first place, withont having any 
actual knowledge of the real amount of time 
occupied by Mr. Green in studying out and 
making the picture, if the picture is a suc- 
cess, it is of no consequence, and not a 
matter of proper concern to the public 
whether it was done in thirty days, 
thirty months, or thirty hours. Of the 
two works of Rubens are considered 
his most consummate works, one occupied 
the artist less than two hours, and other, 
a very large picture full of figures, put three 
weeks. In the National Gallery at London 
is a picture by Turner for which the British 
Government paid 3,000 guineas, and it is cer- 
tain that the artist did not work longer than 
two hours on it. But instances are in- 
numerable that show that much of the very 
greatest art work is that which is done with 
the greatest rapidity. 

Two other points of your criticism seem 
not well founded. figure ot Romeo 
ay not satisfy your writer’s ideas of how 
a dead man may lie, but he will no doubt 
allow that honest opinions of persons of ex- 
perience may differ from his, so we will let 

pass. But in one thing he is certainly 
wrong and the artist right. The very 
fact that your critic was unable to 
tell whether Juliet’s dress was of silk 
or satin texture proves the success of 
the artist in rendering it and his historical 
accuracy, for it is well known to artists and 
experts that silken stuffs centuries ago were 
of just that soft, uncertain texture that he 
has succeeded admirably in painting. 

The truth is this artist has produced two 
pictures ot which he and this community 
mone well be proud. If under the spur of 
ambition or any other incentive he has done 
them rapidly he has all the more reason to 
be proud, for they are worthy of greater and 
more thoughtful praise than they have yet 
had.

Studio and Gallery Notes. 

Schwerdt has completed portraits of Mr. 
Charles Dennehey, ex-City Collector, and bis 
wife, in both of which there isa broader touch 
and a better quality of color than are found in 
many of his works. The flesh-tints have less of 
the tlorid tone and more of those quiet grays 
— give luminosity and traspareacy to the 
skin. 

Frank R. Green sailed yesterday for Eu- 
rope. He proposes to remain for about three 
years,and as he goes to Paris with the full 
knowledge that he has much to unlearn anda 
great deal to learn it is fair to presume that his 
ambition to do good work will result in his being 
very favorabiy beard from before bis return, 
He has taste, invention, and a capacity, for in- 
dustry. 

Richards, the sculptor, has on exhibition 
at Lyon & Healy’s a plaster bust of Jonn Pull- 
lips, the portrait-painter, which is a vefg forci- 
bie piece of modeling and full ot character. He 
also shows in the plaster the figure of the coun- 
try maiden with a moruing- glory in her right 
hand. This, when in the clay, was noticed a tew 
weeks ago. Of this he proposes to take three or 
four casts, and will then ship it to Rome to be 
cut in marble. 

Cyrenius Hall, who does not confine him- 
self to any particular branch of the painter's 
art, has just completed an ambitious landscape 
— “ Sunset After a Shower’’—which is of the 
conventional studio type, somewhat pleasing in 
the general make-up,but weak in color and want- 
ing in atmospheric crispness. At autumn view 
at the foot of Lake George has the same gener- 
al fauits as the first-named picture.

Frank Bromley has returned from a brief 
sketching tour in Wisconsin, and is busily at 
work.
